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RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Graphical Compass Conversion and Tables, compiled 
by Major John F. Fairchild, U.S.A. D. Van Nostrand 
Co.: New York. The compiler, who is attached to the 
56th Pioneer Infantry, has prepared a little hand-book 
which will be found of much use to officers and others 
in visualizing and comparing angles according to the 
several systems in use. The work has the approval of 
the Secretary of War. 

Comrades of the Mist and Other Rhymes of the Grand 
Fleet, by Lieut. Comdr. Eugene E. Wilson, U.S.N. 


George Sully and Co.: New York. In a preface the 
author explains that “many of fhe verses in this vol- 
ume appeared in the weekly newspaper of the U.S.S. 
Arkansas at a time when she was attached to the 6th 
Battle Squadron of the Grand Fleet. This squadron 
was under the command of Rear Admiral Hugh Rod- 
man, U.S.N., familiarly known as ‘Old AC6 (admiral 
commanding 6th Battle Squadron), who flew his flag 
on the U.S.S. New York. This squadron constituted 
one of the units of the Grand Fleet under Admiral Sir 
David Beatty, R.N., and shared with the British the 
long vigil in the Nerth Sea. When not steaming on one 
duty or another the fleet was based either at Scapa Flow, 
in the Orkney Islands, or on Rosyth, in the Firth of 
Forth, Scotland. One of the most difficult problems of 
the whole campaign consisted in keeping the crews fit 
in spite of the enforced long stay aboard ship. The 
weekly paper, The Arklight, was one of the sources of 
amusement for all hands. This little sheet was unique 
in that practically everything published was written 
aboard. None of the contributions were signed and 
the authors were unknown to the staff. In order that it 


might be sent through the mails the paper had to com- 
ply with the censorship regulations, yet it was possible 
for one who knew how to read between the lines and 
guess what was going on. In collecting these verses the 
names of the authors have been ascertained and are 
given under the titles where possible. After months 
in the North Sea I feel capable of assuming the respon- 
sibility for the others, no matter how reckless it may 
seem. It is hoped that these rhymes, by reflecting some 
of the spirit of the Grand Fleet, may help to bring out 
of its self-imposed obscurity Britain’s splendid ‘Silent 
Service’.” The verses are indeed those of the sea and 
very much worth while. Only a few of them bear the 
names of the authors, among these being Lieuts. M. A. 
Lee and H. B. Cressman, U.S.N.; Ensign Hutchison, U. 
S.N.; Chaplain S. W. McClelland, U.S.N., and Lieut. 
J. Vance, U.S.N.R.F. 

Prisoner of the U-90, by Lieut. Edouard Victor Isaacs, 
U.S.N. Houghton Mifflin Co.: New York. This is the 
personal narrative of the adventures of the only line 
officer of the United States Navy who was captured in 
the Great War. It contains an introduction by Secretary 
Daniels, who says the author’s “recital of his capture, 
his rare experiences, his alertness to secure informa- 
tion that would aid his country, his resolve to find or 
make a way to escape and bring back the knowledge his 
terrible experiences had imparted, his resourcefulness 
and will to overcome what seemed insuperable obstacles 
—these make a story that will live in the annals of 
naval daring and naval disregard of danger.” Lieuten- 
ant Isaacs was an officer on the U.S. naval transport 
President Lincoln, which was torpedoed off the French 
coast by a German submarine on May 31, 1918. He 
was taken prisoner by the enemy craft, which put into 
Wilhelmshaven. From there he was taken with other 
prisoners to the prison camp at Karlsruhe and from 
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there to the camp at Villingen. At both places he wa 
treated with the greatest cruelty both by the German 
commandant and by the guards. Prisoners of other 
Allied armies were beaten and in some cases so brutal] 
attacked by the guards that they died. At last ip On. 
tober, 1918, he and several other officers succeeded in 
making their escape, and after many hardships anq 
narrow escapes from recapture managed to reach the 
Rhine. Swimming across it to the Swiss border he 
found safety, being taken to Berne and delivered by 
gendarmes to the American Embassy. He proceeded to 
London and there reported to Vice Admiral Sims. The 
day after submitting his report he learned that the 
German submarines were returning to their home ports 
under the white flag. 

The American Air Service, by Arthur Sweetser, some. 
time captain, Air Service, U.S.A Appleton and 
Co.: New York. In this record of the problems, diff- 
culties, failures and final achievements of the American 
Air Service the author has told the story in a vigorous 
and comprehensive way. He begins with the efforts of 
Prof. Samuel P. Langley, of the Smithsonian Institution 
who after years of patient study, during which he wag 
made the subject of ridicule by doubters and scofferg 
achieved actual flight by a heavier-than-air machine, and 
who must therefore be regarded as the discoverer of 
the principles which made the later triumphs of the 
Wrights and others possible, they having applied the 
principles which Professor Langley discovered. Cap- 
tain Sweetser goes very thoroughly and exhaustively 
into his subject. Commencing with the birth of Ameri- 
can aviation he tells in various chapters of aviation de- 
velopment through the Great War, the early war pro- 
gram of the United States, the coming of several for- 
eign missions to this country and their beneficial effect 
on aviation, the adoption of the new aerial program, the 
upbuilding of our flying force, training of the fliers and 
of the great ground force, the reaching back for raw 
materials, of the many sided problems of the engine, de- 
velopment of plane production, the disruption which fol- 
lowed and the new start that was made, the real mean- 
ing of the program, the work accomplished at the vari- 
ous fields, the balloon branch of the service, the de- 
velopment of American aviation overseas and American 
Air Service in action. It is a book well worth reading 
and contains many excellent illustrations. Secretary of 
War Baker in an introduction tells of America’s efforts 
in the air. 

Over and Back, by “H.” In unusual form the author, 
Capt. George A. Hunt, who served as a lieutenant in 
the 23d Infantry in France, tells in a quaint way and 
in what he terms “little sonts.” about his service on 
the Mexican border in 1916, later at Plattsburg and 
then in France, having been assigned to the 23d after 
being given a commission at the great training camp 
near the shores of Lake Champlain. The story is not 
only of his individual movements with his regiment 
when operating against the enemy, but includes some 
of the happenings of his organization and of his brother 
officers. For a time he served as liaison officer. He 
was in action with his regiment at Belleau Wood, Torcy 
and Bouresches and also at Vaux. where the hard fight- 
ing 2d Division covered itself with glory. “Over and 








. Back,” briefly, is a thumb-nail recital of many interest- 


ing experiences of an Army officer and his outfit over- 
seas. The title page bears the imprint “Battle Creek, 
Mich.” 

The War Romance of the Salvation Army. by Evan- 
geline Booth and Grace Livingston Hill. J. B. Lipnin- 
cott: Philadelnhia. The commander-in-chief of the Sal- 
vation Army in America tells the story of the excellent 
work of the organization with the American troops in 
France, saying in a preface that the Salvation Army 
upon the battlefields of France has but worked along the 
same lines as in the great cities of the nation. Conse- 
crated to the service of humanity everywhere this peace 
army well carried out its ideals overseas. Their work 
in France is not yet ended, and will not be until all 
American troops have returned from France and Ger- 
many. The book is filled with incidents showing the 
satisfaction our soldiers took in the presence of the 
men and women of this army. The book contains a 
number of letters of appreciation of the army’s work, 
among them those from President Wilson. Lloyd George, 
General Pershing. Sir Douglas Haig, Marshal Joffre, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Cardinal Gibbons. 

The Marines and Other War Verse, by Adolphe E. 
Smylie. The Knickerbocker Press: New York. The 
title of Mr. Smylie’s book is somewhat misleading, for 
of the Marines he has written but two poems, of the 
Navy he says nothing; but much of the American sol- 
dier and those of other countries. Much of the verse 
has appeared in a New York daily newspaper and some 
of it in several class publications. It has merit, and 
from the author’s style he seems to have seen service 
overseas. 

The Arrow of Gold, by Joseph Conrad. Doubleday. 
Page and Co.: New York. A characteristic Conrad novel 
based on the love of a young man, who is engaged in 
gun-running for the Carlists in France in the 1870s, for 
Dona Rita. the “heiress of Henry Allégre.”’ The gun- 
running episodes are very slightly sketched, but the love 
of “Monsieur George” for the exquisite and alluring ad- 
venturess is painted in full length, beauty and passion 
being mixed with Conrad’s colors. 

The Theorv of the Rifle and Rifle Shooting. by John 
W. Hicks, F.R.A.S.; Charles Griffin and Co., Ltd.: 
London. As an elementary treatise on the scientifie 
principles of the small arm and its functions Mr. Hicks’s 
work will interest those riflemen who practice shooting 
in a more than superficial way. It is highly technical 
throughout. Exterior and interior ballistics, trajectories, 
the graduation of rifle sights. the various rests, the ef- 
fect of wind on the flight of the bullet, vertical and high 
angle fire and similar subjects are discussed. Many of 
them are accompanied by tables and illustrations. 


German Self-Taught by the Natural Method, F. 
Marlborough and Co.: London. Based on _ Thimm’s 
method, the work has been revised by W. E. Weber. 
The hand-book is intended to provide those who desire 
it with a practical knowledge of the German language 


and with a simple means of acquiring it through pho- 
netic pronunciation based on scientifically arranged sym- 
bols. It contains military and naval titles in English 
and German, legal and commercial terms, food and drink, 


* amusements, terms used in traveling. names of cooking 


and table utensils, matters affecting health. and phrases 
of other useful and necessary subjects. The publishers 
express the opinion that it is “just the hook for the 
American Army of Occupation in Germany.” 


That classic and compendium of nautical knowledee, 
“Wrinkles in Practical Navigation,” by the late S. T. S. 
Lecky. Master Mariner, Commander, R.N.R,. etc.. has 
recently appeared in an eighteenth edition revised and 
enlarged by William Allingham, nautical assistant of 
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the British Meteorological Office, and is published in - 


this country by the D. Van Nostrand Co., New York, 
by arrangement with the English publishers. The edi- 
tion includes a new chapter on “New Meteorological 
Measures for Old,” together with four appendices deal- 
ing with the following subjects: Substitute for Horizon ; 
Gyroscopic Compasses; The Moon an Auxiliary; Chro- 
nometers, Use and Abuse. 

A Life at Stake, by Marcel Berger. G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons: New York. The author fought in the Great War 
and hence is well qualified to give vividness to his de- 
scriptions of scenes of warfare and the portrayal of the 
spirit of the French people. These are relieved by the 
love scenes to be expected in a typically French ro- 
mance. 

One of the Y D, by Slater Washburn. Houghton, 
Mifflin Co.: New York. The author was a corporal in 
the 101st Field Artillery, 26th Division, A.E.F. He por- 
trays the everyday life of an American soldier who 
served in France as seen by an enlisted man. The book 
is largely devoted to the individual experiences of the 
members of his battery, which are typical. of those of 
hundreds of thousands of other Americans who fought 
on French soil. 

Shore Processes and Shoreline Development, by 
Douglas Wilson Johnson. John Wiley and Sons, Inc.: 
New York. The author, who is an associate professor 
of physiography at Columbia University, makes a crit- 
ical analysis of the arguments supposed to prove the 
progressive subsidence within historic time of the coast 
of southeastern Canada, the Atlantic coast of the 
United States and certain other marginal areas of the 
continents. The work, which is written entirely from a 
scientific standpoint, is exhaustive and profusely illus- 
trated. 

Problems of Peace, from the Holy Alliance to the 
League of Nations, by Guglielmo Ferrero. G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons: New York. This is a consideration of the 
peace problems that have occupied the attention of the 
world from the time of the Holy Alliance until now. 
The author has lived in the United States and reealls 
to Americans the stirring history which many believe 
has now almost reached its climax in the present crisis. 

Vagabonds of the Sea, by Rene Milan. E. P. Duttow 
and Co.: New York. The author was an officer on the 
French cruiser Waldeck-Rousseau during hostilities. The 
ship was a unit of the French fleet patroling the Adriatie 
and the Mediterranean. The story is one of life on u 
French warship during the first two years of the war 
and is worth reading. 

The Place of Agriculture in Reconstruction, by James 
B. Morman. E,. P. Dutton and Co.: New York. Mr. 
Morman, who is assistant secretary of the Federal Farm 
loan Board, presents a study of national programs of 
land settlement. The book is dedicated to “those sol- 
diers, sailors and marines who would become farmers, 
and thereby promote national prosperity and _ social 
progress.” 

The Battle of the Nations, by Frederick Arnold Kum- 
mer. The Century Co.: New York. This is a young 
folk’s history of the Great War, a simple and concise 
story of the great conflict, well and clearly told. It is 
accompanied by thirty-one photographs and maps. 

The British Empire and a League of Peace, together 
with an analysis of the Federal Government, Its Func- 
tion and Its Method, by George Burton Adams. G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons: New York. The first section of these 
essays was published in pamphlet form in 1918, while 
the second was written for the foreign press bureau of 
the Committee on Public Information for use abroad. 
No attempt is made to treat the subject of federation 
from a scientific standpoint, but the essays explain in a 
practical way its method of operation. 

War Stories, by Roy J. Holmes and A. Starbuck. 
Thomas Y. Crowell Co.: New York. The authors have 
collected a number of*short war stories by well known 
writers that have appeared at various times during the 
Great War in different weekly and monthly American 
publications and placed them in book form. - 

Air Men o’ War, by Boyd Cable. E. P. Dutton and 
Co.: New York. Thrilling examples of the high cour- 
age of the intrepid air men of the Royal Flying Corps 
and the Royal Navy Air Service, now known as the Air 
Service, and their experiences in the Great War by day 
and by night are told in a light, interesting way. 

Truth: An Essay in Moral Reconstruction, by Sir 

Charles Walston (Waldstein). G. P. Putnam’s Sons: 
New York. The author maintains that the cause of the 
Great War is to be found in the defective moral stand- 
ards and moral education of the civilized world, and 
that moral reconstruction is at least as urgently needed 
as is industrial and financial readjustment. He insists 
that the immediate influence of the war, in spite of all 
the heroism and self-sacrifice it has evoked, has been to 
lower the moral standards of the world. 
The Last Million, by Ian Hay. Houghton Mifflin Co. : 
New York. Major Ian Hay Beith’s latest contribution 
to literature of the Great War is as interesting as his 
earlier work, although it differs materially in that -it 
Is devoted “to that inborn fighter and modern crusader, 
the American doughboy.” He interprets the spirit of 
the American Army in the same human and humorous 
Way that made his earliest work one of the most popu- 
ar books of the war. Major Beith was with the Ameri- 
can forces in France for some months, and has visited 
the United States several times. He tells of English 
conditions, habits and customs that differ so much from 
those of America, and how they must appeal to the 
American imagination. His recital of the intimate do- 
ings of American soldiers in France, on the front and 
elsewhere, in company with British and French men-at- 
arms is sprightly and full of human interest. 

Democracy and the Eastern Question, by Thomas F. 
Millard. The Century Co.: New York. In discussing 
‘the problem of the Far East as demonstrated by the 
reat War, and its relation to the United States of 
America,” Mr, Millard frankly admits that his work “is 
not presented as a non-partisan or an impartial discus- 
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sion of the subject.” He takes the position that as 
Germany before the war was taken as the apotheosis 
of autocratic militarism, so in the Far East Japan 
stands for precisely the same thing, with China holding 
the position of a weak ‘and apprehensive democracy that 
Japan has marked for its own. He discusses very fully 
the issue of militarism vs. democracy in the Far East 
and asserts that its principles and general conditions 
are the same as to type as the issue in Western coun- 
tries. He quotes many foreign residents of China and 
Japan, as well as official documents, in support. of his 
argument. 

Camion Cartoons, by Kirkland H. Day. Marshall 
Jones Co.: Boston. A collection of letters ostensibly 
written from the French front, accompanied by cartoons, 
both following the style of the “Dere Mable” publica- 
tion which caught the public fancy some time ago. Mr. 
Day’s work is not notable for originality.

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HISTORY OF 71ST N.G.N.Y. 


The Veterans’ Association of the 7ist Regiment, N.G. 
N.Y., has published a history of the organization which 
covers the period from the date of its organization as the 
“American Guard,” in 1850 in New York city, up to the 
present time. The volume is printed in large, readable 
type and consists of pages. It ean be purchased 
from Capt. Walter I. Joyce, 32 Union Square, New 
York city, bound in cloth; sent postpaid for $3.50. The 
volume is a very interesting one to the members and ex- 
members of the 7ist and relatives and friends, and a 
perusal of its pages will revive many old memories. The 
serious fire that destroyed the armory of the 71st in 





1892 destroyed documents of value regarding the early 
history of the Tist which cannot be Neer: but every 
effort has been made in compiling this history to secure 
all existing reliable data possible, and with the help of 
its veterans many valuable documents regarding the 
7lst were resurrected. ‘These include interesting extracts 
from the press, including numerous extracts from the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL. The history is written 
chronologically and is divided by administration. It 
includes the administration of Colonels Vosburgh, Mar- 
tin, Smith, Trofford, Parmele, Rockafellar, Vose, Mc- 
Alpin, Kopper, Greene, Francis, Bates and Wells. 
Among other data in the history there is a table of 
annual inspection dating from 1855 to 1915, inclusive. 
There are also a number of poems and songs written by 
different members of the regiment during the Civil War 
and also histories of different companies. 

The first time in its history that the 71st paraded 
100 per cent. of its members at the annual ins ion 
was in 1896, under command of Col. Francis Vinton 
Greene, who was later major general, U.S.V.; the num- 
ber of officers and men present was 570. The following 
year (1897), while the regiment was still under Colo- 
nel Greene it paraded 614 officers and men at inspec- 
tion, with no absentees. The largest number of officers 
and men parading in its history at the annual inspec- 
tion, as shown by the table, was 930 who paraded in 
1915, and there were only twelve absentees. The regi- 
ment was then under command of Col. William G. Bates, 
who was in command of the regiment from 1900 until 
it was mustered into the U.S. Service in 1917. Colonel 
Bates was longer in command of the 71st than any other 
eolonel, and when the regiment was broken up at Spar- 
tanburg, 8.C., in 1917, to fill up other o 
Colonel Bates was ordered to France for duty there. 
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VALUE OF THE BATTLE CRUISER. 


Comdr. E. F. Egbert, C.C., U.S.N., in an article on 
“The Battle Cruiser,” which appears in the May issue 
of the United States Naval Institute Proceedings, dis- 
cusses the value of that type of vessel in battle and 
elsewhere. He says, in part: 

“Are cruisers fighting ships? To be sure, a cruiser 
will fight a cruiser or a vessél inferior to herself, but 
she is wasted capital in a general action, as she cannot 
inflict damage on a capital ship. The same may be 
said, to a large extent, of the battle cruiser; indeed, it 
might be asked, Is the battle cruiser intended to fight 
a general action? 

“This is usually answered in the affirmative, and it 
is probable that the first intent was that the battle 
cruiser should be employed in a general action as a 
battleship, though of course in a special organization, 
such as a fast wing. That this is, however, the present 
idea is to be doubted, and that such ships, in action, 
can be considered as anything more than inferior battle- 
ships is open to question. 

“It is not by any means intended to convey the idea 
that the cruiser can take the place of the battleship, or 
that if such vessels were built the battleship would be- 
come unnecessary. The latter must always remain as 
the one vessel which, under any conditions of weather, 
can successfully stand up and fight any surface vessel 
of the enemy, provided only that she can come within 
range. The cruiser described being an amalgamation 
of the scout cruiser and battle cruiser types, will do 
the necessary scouting and screen work of these types, 
and will finally, on the great day of the battle, when 
all the forces possible must be made available, be ready 
to take her place in the line and fight the enemy battle- 
ships, after having, in all probability, been previously 
used to bring the enemy into action by destroying his 
screen, his auxiliaries, in fact by delaying the battle- 
ships themselves on account of the tremendous fire they 
must receive without adequate return fire until they 
turn to defend themselves. No success is possible, how- 
ever, without the battleships, which alone can sustain 
action at long range and prevent the enemy from break- 
ing through. 

“The battleship is the only vessel that can never be 
caught at a disadvantage, assuming equal numbers, as 
long as she can get within close range. The cruiser, 
on the other hand, must not be caught at close quarters, 
and must choose her conditions. These circumstances 
might be construed into a great handicap for the 


cruiser, and indeed they are so, but it is the province 
of strategy to overcome such difficulties, to choose con- 
ditions favorable to oneself and, if possible, at the same 
time unfavorable to the enemy. 

“The numbers of these vessels that might be required 


could be determined on the basis of their use as scouts, 
and would be quite large. The use of these vessels 
against capital ships might even be considered inciden- 
tal, yet we would have the satisfaction of knowing that 
when action is joined they would not be an incum- 
brance, they would not need protection, their crews 
would be fighting men instead of non-combatants, the 
money invested in them would not be an extra outlay 
for special purposes only, but would become actually 
available in action; in short, we would realize in one 
more type of vessel the kind of fleet efficiency and econ- 
omy desired.” 


RECRUITING SERVICE AND THE PEOPLE. 

In the course of an editorial article on “Colonel Dock- 
ery and the Recruiting Service” the Albany (N.Y.) 
Knickerbocker Press takes the occasion of the depart- 
ure of Col. Oliver H. Dockery, jr., U.S.A., from Albany 
and from his duties as recruiting officer there to take 
command of an Infantry regiment in Germany, to pay 
some deserved compliments to that officer for his work 
in Albany, both in his connection with recruiting duty 
and as a co-worker in civic affairs of a patriotic na- 
ture. But in addition to this the editorial is noteworthy 
for the views it expresses on the Army recruiting ser- 
vice which indicate a marked change in the old civilian 
attitude toward that service. After pointing out how 
little attention the average civilian paid to one of these 
offices in the pre-war days, regarding them as “a sort 
of military employment agency, conducted by the Gov- 
ernment to induce young men to leave their homes, to 
sever family ties and to join a profession of doubtful 
influences for a young man,” the article says: “The 
Regular Army then did not especially appeal to the bet- 
ter classes of the community.” 

But now, it continues, through the experiences of the 
war all this is changed and the Army méans something 
to most families in America that it never did before. 
Moreover, both the discharged soldiers and their fami- 
lies take a more personal interest in the local recruit- 
ing office than ever before, since it represents for them 
a connecting link with the Army. “The local recruit- 
ing office, with the old flag flying over it, represents to 
them their nearest military headquarters. They go 
there to collect their bonus and their extra travel al- 
lowance. There they make applications for the uni- 
forms and set of equipment which the Government now 
gives all discharged soldiers to keep. There they get 
their Victory buttons and other emblems of decoration 
for service in the great war. If a needy wife wants to 
get her husband discharged or brought back from France 
she goes to the Army recruiting officer. When a soi- 
dier diesythe flag to drape his coffin may be obtained 
from the recruiting authorities. The recruiting office 
has become a great bureau of military information for 
all classes and conditions of the people. Hundreds have 
business there daily, and it is an important and recog- 
nized center of a useful and constructive peace-time 
policy, priding itself on its helpfulness and efficiency.”

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NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICE. 
Reforming of Aero Squadrons. 

The 74th Aero Squadron, demobilized at Mineola Jan. 
14, and ordered reformed June 10 at Langley Field, Va., 
will use twenty DeHaviland-4 airplanes in its work with 
the Heavy Artillery at Fort Monroe during target prac- 
tice, according to an announcement from the Army Air 
Service. At Air Service headquarters it was explained 
that in reforming squadrons which had developed to a 
high standard of efficiency in the war, a nucleus of the 
officers and men who remained in the Service was util- 
ized in order to retain the traditions and history of those 
air squadrons that had seen service on the west front. 





Aerial Coast Defense System. 

A board composed of Lieut. Col. Clarence H. McNeil, 
C.A.C.; Lieut. Col. Francis B. Wheaton, Q.M.C.; Lieut. 
Col. Louis H. Bauer, M.C.; Lieut. Col. John N. Rey- 
nolds and Major Theodore W. Wrenn, A.S., appointed to 
plan a revision of the basic aerial coast defense system of 
the United States, after meeting in Washington on 
June 20, left for a tour of coast cities, beginning with 
the coast defense system at the port of New York...The 
board was at Sandy Hook early this week and will visit 
in turn the cities of New London, Conn., Newport, R.L, 
Boston, Mass., Portland, Me., and Charleston, 8.C. 


Army Surgeons Make Long Flight. 


A recent successful flight by Army surgeons from 
Florida to Washington, a° distance of 1,360 miles, was 
made in eighteen and one-half hours actual flying. This 
was the longest flight made by officers of the Medical 
Corps, although a medical officer had previously made a 
longer trip as a passenger. The purpose of the trip was 
to stimulate interest among officers of the Medical De- 
partment in flying. Major S. M. Strong, post surgeon 
of Carlstrom and Dorr Aviation Fields, Florida, was in 
charge of the three airships which made the flight from 
Florida to Washington. Major Strong is working on an 
aerial ambulance and is hopeful: of perfecting a machine 
of this type, for real war work, with a capacity of from 
two to fifteen patients. There were two men in each of 
the three ships piloted from Florida to Washington. 
Major Strong, with Lieut. R. W. Brown, acting as ad- 
jutant of the group was in the first airplane; Capt. 
John H. Timberman, flight surgeon and historian of the 
trip, and Lieut. John Langley, navigating officer, in the 
second, and Lieut. Fred Austin, in general charge of the 
ships and supplies, and Sergt. H. S. Rasch, mechanic, in 
the third. The machines were of the Curtiss type with 
Hispano Suiza motors. As flight surgeon Captain Tim- 
berman made a study of the physical and mental condi- 
tion of the men making the flight, including their blood 
pressure and pulse. The party expects to make the re- 
turn trip to Florida early next week. 

Army Plane in Fatal Accident. 


A bombing airplane piloted by Lieut. Col. Henry B. 
Clagett, Air Service, U.S.A., while making a landing at 
Franklin Field, Boston, Mass., on June 23, struck and 
killed two children and injured another. Capt. William 
E. Chandler, Air Service, U.S.A., observer of the ma- 
chine, was slightly hurt. The plane, which was one of 
seven which arrived from Albany, N.Y., on the last leg 
of a flight from Dallas, Texas, was wrecked. A large 
crowd had gathered on the field to watch the landing. 
Colonel Clagett saw that his course was carrying him 
into the crowd and altered his direction, but did not see 
the three children, who were standing near the trees, 
until it was too late to change his course again. The

An Army hospital train in charge of Capt. Frank H. 
Blaney, Med. Corps, U.S.A., recently arrived at the 
hospital at Fort Bayard, N.M., with 140 soldiers aboard 
who had been gassed in France. All the soldiers ar 
rived. safely, although some of them were in so serious 
a condition that it was feared they might not survive 
the journey. The train was equipped with every neces 
sity for the comfort and care of the men, including 12 
its personnel surgeons, Army nurses and_ twenty at- 
tendants. Major Charles E. MacDonald, Med. Corps, 
U.S.A., who made an inspection trip with the train to 
report to his superior, Major Kerns, the evacuation oir 
cer at Hoboken, expressed himself as_ highly pleased 
with the management of the train. He also praised 
the Red Cross canteen service which used its good el 
forts during the trip. It is interesting to note that uP 
to June 11 100,000 patients have been transported by 
the hospital trains of the Medical Department of the 
Army from the home yard at Jersey City without a0 
accident. No patient, whether litter or ambulatory, 
has ever been transferred by rail in any Army hospital 
train except in a berth or bed, provided the journey 
was of five hours or longer duration. At Denver, Colo., 
on June 9 the Red Cross canteen workers were 02 
hand with flowers and dainties for the sick met and the 
good women of this organization at other stops were a> 
ways on hand endeavoring to render some kind of com 
fort.

A LAWYER’S COMMENT ON ARMY COURTS. 
Capt. Thomas J. Dixon, judge advocate, National 
Guard of Colorado, who is a lawyer in civil life, re- 
cently gave an interesting talk at a meeting of Denver 
lawyers on the history of military law in the United 
States. After discussing the origin and procedure of 
our military law, Captain Dixon spoke of the present 
criticism of the Army courts-martial system, saying: 
“Most of the criticism directed at the system evi- 
dently comes from those who know little of the subject. 
There are exceptions, for I fully believe that Colonel 
Ansell is acting in good faith and believes he is justified 
in attacking the system, though a great part of his com- 


plaint teems with personal grievances. But then, every 
institution is open to criticism. The predominant fea- 
ture to my mind, is the fact that in every case the rec- 
ords are reviewed, whether the accused desires it or not. 
In civil practice, the loser appeals if he has sufficient 
funds and pep enough to continue the fight, while in 
Army practice the record is reviewed before the sen- 
tence is promulgated. . . . 

“The sketchy way in which (Army courts-martial) 
eases complained of are generally stated creates an 
utterly false impression. One of the favorites which 
have gone the rounds of the press is the famous ‘potato 
peeling case’ of which it is alleged ‘a soldier got twenty- 
five years for refusing to péel potatoes.” The facts are 
that this soldier was a ‘conscientious objector’ who had

from the outset of his obstructive career refused to do 
anything whatever. He had been given his choice to do 
practically any non-combatant work he wanted, but had 
declined. At last, as a final concession to humanity, he 
was asked if he would object to helping peel the potatoes 
in the kitchen. He did object. It was the last straw 
and he was court-martialed—as he deserved. Even then 
the judgment was set aside for a legal error in the ad. 
mission of evidence. He is out now, or shortly will be 
walking around with an honorable discharge entitled te 
full pay and a $60 bonus! Severity, brutality? Candy 
and cigars! It is not quite possible that we have erred 
too much upon the side of leniency throughout? 

“The very essence of success for an army is discipline 
and it must be thoroughly instilled in every soldier be- 
fore the Army can hope for victory. When we stop to 
think of the different classes of men handled by the War 
Department in the last two years, men from all ¢lasseg 
and walks of life, we cannot help but admit that the 
system used to inculcate that strict obedience to orders 
was a glorious success. Raw, untrained, undisciplined 
men were made into trained and disciplined soldiers—g 
system that enabled our Government to place in the field 
an army that was capable of not only defeating the Ger- 
man hordes, but one which would have annihilated them 
had it been permitted to continue. 

“From conversations had with 
find that most of the unfairness is blamed not to the 
system but to the officers composing the court, who, 
they declare, seem filled with a desire to mete out pun- 
ishment in all cases. This, if true, is not hard-hearted- 
ness or a desire to punish the soldier because he is an 
enlisted man, but an overpowering desire on the part of 
these men to bring about the desired discipline by put- 
ting the fear of the law in others. They feel it a con- 
scientious duty. It is not right and is not consistent 
with the policy of officers of the Regular Army, who in- 
variably try to assist the soldier, and make him coa- 
tented and happy in the profession he has chosen. 

“It is my opinion that in every case to be tried the 
appointing authority shall assign as counsel for the ae- 
cused, an officer who is not only experienced in military 
law, but one whose grade shall not be less than the 
grade of the officer assigned to duty as judge advocate, 
The reason for this is obvious. I also believe that the 
clemency section of the J.A.G. Department should con- 
tinue and be made a permanent proposition, and that 
records of every general court shall be reviewed by this 
department before the sentence is carried into effect. I 
also believe in enactment of a law providing that in all 
courts in the Army an officer shall not be eligible as a 
member, unless he shall have served in the Army for a 
period of three years or more. The suggestions I have 
offered are not to be construed as indicating that I be- 
lieve the present system unfair.”

COURTS-MARTIAL REFORM. 
The final open session of the American Bar Associa-

tion’s ¢ommittee appointed to 
martial system of the Army was held in 
June 13. Major Orville J. Taylor, jr., who was assist- 
ant judge advocate of the 86th Division at Camp Grant 
and abroad, and who later held the same post for the 
District of Paris, was the first officer heard and he gave 
his unqualified indorsement of the present system. He 
said his experience with Regular Army officers had con- 
vinced him that trained line officers were superior to 
legally minded men as dispensers of military justice, in- 
asmuch as they understood the men better. 

Edward H. White, a Chicago lawyer who served as a 
captain in the Spanish War, the Philippine Insurrection 
and whose commanding officers in the Islands were 
Major Gen. (then Lieut. Col.) Enoch H. Crowder and 
Capt. (now Brig. Gen.) Edward A. Kreger, did not 
agree with Major Taylor nor with his former command- 
ers. White said the courts inclined toward harshness, 
and that a judge advocate should have power to pass 
finally upon.the legal sufficiency of charges. He main- 
tained that this would not impair discipline, but would 
rather aid it, in that it would save commanders many * 
mistakes and thus increase the morale of units. The 
system of appointing counsel for the defenSe is all right 
in theory, he said, “but as carried out is a joke.” Com- 
petent counsel should be available for defendants at all 
times, he maintained, and if enlisted men could not af- 
ford to pay for civilian counsel the Government should 
undertake the expense. 

The last witness was Joseph Wheless, of St. Louis, 
who, as judge advocate for the Central Department, 
held the rank of major. He gave a severe indictment 
of the sentences imposed by courts, and said he had per- 
sonally reviewed some 600 “examples of the striking in- 
competency of courts-martial to weigh evidence.” He 
argued for permanent presiding officers, terming mili- 
tary courts “ephemeral and haphazard.” 

After the hearings closed the committee, through its 
chairman, S. S. Gregory, of Chicago, announced that 
there would be several executive sessions while he and 
his associates were preparing their report. This re 
port, he said, would be made to the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Bar Association, but he personally hoped that 
all the evidence collected by the committee would be 
made available for Congressional use by being printed 
as a public document. 

General Scott Defends System. 


Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., made an address 
before the New Jersey State Bar Association at Atlan- 
tic City, N.J., on June 13, devoted to a defense of the 
present courts-martial system. “I have had experience 
with the courts-martial system for forty years in every 
capacity save that of defendant,” said General Scott. 
“It is true that there is at times inequality in the 
sentences given by the different courts, but this applies 
also to the administration of civil justice. 

The General declared that trial of military offenders 
by civil courts would remove the means of maintaining 
discipline. He said, however, that the present inequal- 
ity might be eradicated if the President receives the 
power to fix the maximum punishment imposed in time ¢ 
of war as in time of peace. “The agitation for sweep- 
ing changes comes,” he said, “from but one individual 
within the Army that I know of. Certainly the en- 
listed man has not clamored for a change. It is an 
unheard of thing to see a court-martial moved by 4 
spirit of vindictiveness, or that fails to find the full 
opportunity for the defense. In fact they are more apt 
than civil courts to give the defense a wide latitude. It 
has been objected that too large a proportion of the 
courts-martial cases result in conviction. The large 
proportion is due to the care with which charges are 
sifted by investigation, in which all not susceptible to 
proof at trial are disposed of in some other manner.”

SECRETARY BAKER ON SELECTION. 


As the time for the consideration of Army reorganiza- 
tion legislation approaches there is discernible in Army 
circles an increasing degree of opposition to the proposed 
plan of promotion by selection. It was even suggested 
that a ballot of all officers in the Regular Army be 
taken on the proposition, but owing to the shortness of 
time, making it practically impossible to conduct a thor- 
ough vote on the subject, the plan was abandoned. It is 
apparent also that the War Department is divided in its 
support of the General Staff plan. Whether the atti- 
tude of the officer personnel will be reflected in the 
recommendation to be made by the Secretary of War to 
Congress depends, apparently, on further study of the 
plan, but Secretary of War Baker so far has expressed 
himself as being unalterably in favor of selective pro- 
motion. 

In an interview with a representative of the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL the Secretary of War declared in 
favor of the principle of promofion by selection as his 
personal choice, regardless of the military view of the 
War Department. He said the War Department’s 
recommendation to Congress would embody the same 
features that were included in the General Staff bill 
which failed of enactment in March of this year, basing 
Army promotion on selection rather than seniority. Mr. 
Baker’s attention was called to the statement made by 
him upon the introduction of the measure at the last 
session of Congress, in which he said: “The military 
opinion of the War Department is in favor of such a 
plan. It is introduced for the purpose of enabling us 
+ . . to officer the Army by selecting out of the men 
now in the military service the requisite number of 
captains, majors, lieutenant colonels and colonels who 
have come in from civil life so that if the Army of 
500,000 men is authorized it will not be officered by the 
Regular Army officers, so-called, promoted all of them 
to higher ranks, making the very latest graduates from 
West Point officers of very high rank.” 

Mr. Baker was asked whether the imminent reduce 
tion of the Army to peace-time proportions had caused 
him to change his views with regard to promotion by 
selection owing to the fact that the reason assigned by 
him for the introduction of the measure would no longer 
exist, 

In reply, the Secretary of War said: “I am in favor 
of promotion by selection as a general principle.” 

“Does that hold true in times of peace as well as in 
time of war?” he was asked. 

“Yes,” said the Secretary, “it makes no difference 
whether we are at war or not. It does not necessarily 
result that a man is wiser because he is older. And 
Promotion by seniority presupposes that. Of course 
that is the general rule, but it is not always true.” 

It was then suggested to Mr. Baker that the preponda- 
trance of comment received by those who inquire into 
the merits of the two systems is opposed to the General 
Staff plan. To this he replied: “What I have said is just 
my personal opinion.” 

“Will the War Department introduce this system in 
the bill for the reorganization of the Army when that 
Matter comes up for consideration by Congress?” he was 
asked, 

“I shall recommend promotion by selection to Con- 
&tess, regardless of what others may recommend,” wag 
the reply, 

When asked whether this would not be tantamount 


to a recommendation by the War Department, Mr. 
Baker said: “It will be the War Department’s recom- 
mendation, if I make it.” 

Mr. Baker did not discuss further what he meant by 
the statement referred to above that “the military opin- 
ion of the War Department is in favor of it as a plan.” 
The only answer suggested to the question as to what 
constituted the “military opinion” was in the statement 
that the principle of promotion by selection was favored 
by him personally and in the attitude expressed by the 
Chief of Staff in the General Staff bill which failed of 
enactment at the last session of Congress. 
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PERMANENT RANK FOR NAVY OFFICERS. 


A Senate amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill 
which is regarded as promising a fitting reward for 
officers of the U.S. Navy who have done valiant and 
efficient service in the war appears under ‘“Mainte- 
nance” in the bill. Thexproviso reads: “That officers who 
have served satisfactorily during the war with the Ger- 
man government in a temporary grade or rank shall be 
eligible for selection for promotion and for promotion to 
the same permanent grade or rank until July 1, 1920, 
without regard to statutory requirements other than 
professional and physical examinations.” 

Officers at the Navy Department were inclined to the 
belief that this provision “was too good to be true” or 
inspired so strongly with the spirit of absolute equity as 
to preclude its passage. The point most frequently 
made was that there were a great number of Navy offi- 
cers to whom the chance fell of distinguishing themselves 
in service overseas, and who did distinguish themselves to 
their own and to the Navy’s credit. At the same time 
there were many officers who were assigned to duty in 
the United States who lacked opportunity for distin- 
guished service, but who as valiantly as any officer over- 
seas did duty that made the success of the Navy’s opera- 
tions in the war zone possible. The provision of the 
bill, these officers declare, would in all fairness and 
equity recognize satisfactory service during the war 
wherever performed, and that is the desire of all the 
officers irrespective of their assignments during hostili- 
ties. Hence there was general approval of this pro- 
vision and unanimous expression of a hope that it would 
be enacted. The provision for professional and physical 
examinations was regarded as eminently proper and a 
safeguard against filling the permanent ranks of the 
officer personnel with men who might be incapable of 
meeting the requirements of the various grades. 

The provision is construed as a recognition of the 
splendid service of Navy officers during the war and as 
an incentive to the best efforts of all the officers, now 
serving in temporary grade or rank, to work for the 
greater efficiency and accomplishments of the Navy as 
a whole. So much has been printed of the lack of 
recognition for satisfactory and loyal service in the vari- 
ous Services that there has been noticeable in Navy 
circles an air of apprehension lest a sweeping order for 
demotions might be forthcoming. In consequence, the 
clause in the Navy bill giving opportunity for promo- 
tion to permanent grade or rank for those officers hold- 
ing temporarily, a rank higher than that held in the 
Regular Navy has been received with gratification on all 
sides, and has had the effect of dispelling for the time 
the feeling of apprehension and the quite general belief 
that no channel would be opened through which an offi- 
cer might reap a reward for rendering service to the 
utmost and without stint to the Navy’s great credit and 
the success of the Allied armies. 
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RELIEF FOR DISBURSING OFFICERS. 


The inclusion in the House Navy bill and the reten- 
tion without amendment by the Senate committee of the 
clause relieving disbursing officers of the Navy charged 
with responsibility on account of loss or deficiency while 
in the line of duty, again raises the question as to what 
action Congress will take with regard to passing similar 
relief for Army officers. The clause in the nayal bill 
provides: “The accounting officers of the Treasury shall 
relieve any disbursing officer of the Navy charged with 
responsibility on account of loss or deficiency while in 
the line of his duty, of Government funds, vouchers, rec- 
ords or papers in his charge, where such loss or deft- 
ciency occurred without fault or negligence on the part 
of said officer; provided, that the Secretary of the Navy 
shall have determined that the officer was in line of his 
duty, and the loss or deficiency occurred without fault 
or negligence on his part; provided further, that the de- 
termination by the Secretary of the Navy of the afore- 
said questions shall be conclusive on the aecounting offi- 
cers; provided further, that all cases of relief granted 
under this authority during any fiscal year shall be re- 
ported in detail to the Congress by the Secretary of the 
Navy.” 

Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord, U.S.A., Director of Fi- 
nance of the War Department, said, when his attention 
was called to the inclusion of this item in the naval bill, 
that it is still too early for the Army to request such a 
relief measure, as the disbursing officers are still operat- 
ing under emergency conditions, The clause in the 
Navy bill, however, is more liberal than that proposed for 
the Army, as it provides for relief for losses not only in 
the past, and up to date, but it also covers losses and 
deficiencies which might be incurred in the future. The 
inclusion of such a proviso in the Army bill would ade- 
quately take care of all cases of the same kind with re- 
spect to the land forces.

Victory Rieson Nor Reapy. 


The War Department®authorized publication of the 
following from the Office of Chief of Staff on June 24: 
There is no authorized Victory ribbon on the American 
market and no contract has as yet been let for the manu- 
facture of these ribbons. This statement is issued be- 
cause of the great number of imitations of this decora- 
tion to be worn by all soldiers who served honorably in 
the war, which are still being sold on the market and 
because of information which has been published to the 
effect that arrangements had been completed for its 
manufacture for distribution by the Army. The properly 
fabricated Victory ribbon has not yet been purchased 
because to date ribbon manufacturers in the United 
States have been unable to reproduce the sample of the 
French ribbon which is to form the pattern for all the 
Allies. The official ribbon is of the six basic colors of 
the spectrum. In order to obtain the desired effect, at 
least twenty shades of colors must be used to bring out 
the proper blend of colors and extreme skill must be em- 
ployed. ‘Fhus far the desired results have not been 
obtained by domestic manufacturers although each at- 
tempt has been an improvement upon the preceding one. 
It is hoped that a fourth attempt, wi:ich will be made 
within a few days by three different ribbon ‘producers, 
will result in obtaining the desired sample. Steps will 
then be taken immediately for the procurement of the 
675,000 yards required. When the problems.connected ° 
with the ribbon have been worked out, the War Depart- 
ment will be ready to furnish the authorized decoration 
containing the proper color effect not attained in any of 
the unauthorized imitations which are being purchased 
by many seeking to anticipate the action of the Gov- 
ernment. 
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U.S.Navy Warsuips TRANSPORTED 269,456. 

With the announcement on June 23 by the Navy. De- 
partment that the battleships and cruisers now engaged 
in transporting American soldiers from France will be 
withdrawn from that service before July 1, figures of 
the number of men brought home were made available 
at the department. Up to June 16 the total number of 
troops brought home in warships was 250,826, and as- 
signments now listed for convoy in these ships will add 
18,630 up to the withdrawal of the ships from trans- 
port service, a total of 269,456. Some of the warships 
have already been withdrawn and the others will make 
only one trip from Brest or St. Nazaire, all being due 
in the United States about July 1. A few ships will 
make tyyo trips before being withdrawn from transport 
service. The work of overhaul and putting the vessels 
into condition for service with the fleets will require 
some time and it is not expected that the armored cruis- 
ers which have been used will be ready for sea duty until 
some time in August. The early withdrawal of the war- 
ships was made possible by the rapid and efficient hand- 
ling of the transportation in the last few months. 
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Provost MARSHAL GENERAL'S WoRK ENDED. 

The Provost Marshal General's Office will be closed 
by the end of June, marking the end of the great work 
done during the war. There are at the present time only 
three commissioned officers remaining on duty at that 
office, which is completing the last details of disposing 
of local records and files. ‘The records of local draft 
boards from all over the country have been sent in to 
Washington, where they are to be classified by The Ad- 
jutant General’s Office. Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, 
The Adjutant General of the Army, has asked Congress 
to appropriate $6,000,000 for the purpose of allowing 
his office to properly classify and take care of these 
state records. Part of this work will be to form a 
roster for each state in the Union which will be sent to 
state adjutants general for permanent use. It was 
brought out by General Harris that these records, stored 
at Washington Barracks, would form a line seven miles 
long and seven feet high. 
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Army APPROPRIATION EXPENDITURES, 

Net withdrawals from the Treasury against current 
Army appropriations during May totaled $288,123,000. 
This compares with the amounts withdrawn by months 
siite January as follows: February, $818,821,000; 
March, $494,241,000; April, $237,486,000; May, $288,- 
123,000. The entire reduction in withdrawals is not at- 
tributable to decreasing expenditures, but is partly due 
to the payment of current obligations from funds with- 
drawn in previous months and to the return to the 
Treasury of unused balances. The status of current 
Army appropriations on May 31 was: Net appropria- 
tions, $10,222,439,000; withdrawn to May 31, $7,143,- 
323,000; undrawn balance, $3,079,116,000. 
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Work on Starr COLLEGE 8.

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REPATRIATING INTERNED GERMANS. 

By arrangement between the Swiss Legation in charge 
of German interests in this country and the State De- 
partment, it is being planned to repatriate to Germany 
before July 1 some 3,000 German nationals now detained 
in this country. These will include sanitary personnel, 
merchant ship's officers and crews, and a number of in- 
terned civilians. Only those who wish it are being re- 
patriated. No actual prisoners of war are included. Be- 
cause of the crowded condition of ordinary commercial 


vessels the War Department has undertaken to trans- 
port these persons on U.S. Army transports. The two 
vessels to be used are the Martha Washington and Prin- 
cess Matoika. The former was to sail from Charleston, 
S.C., about June 25, the latter about June 30. Both 
vessels will go direet to Rotterdam, Holland, at which 
point the persons being repatriated will be placed under 
the care of the representatives of the German govern- 
ment for the remainder of their journey. The expenses 
of transportation from Charleston to Rotterdam will be 
borne by the German government.

HeALTH OF THE NAVY. 
Influenza, though steadily declining, still holds the 


lead in the list of communicable diseases reported in 


the U.S. Navy. The number of cases in the week ended 
June 7 was reported as 252. QOitl-r diseases show for 


the week the following figures: ‘Tuberculosis, 35; pneu- 
monia, mumps, 96; scarlet fever, 12; diphtheria, 
22; malaria, 18; measles, 15; typhoid fever, 1. The 
week's total was 492, or at the annual rate per 1,000 of 
76.75, in the Navy complement of 319,270. Deaths re- 
ported the same week were 32, an annual death rate per 
1,000, all causes, of 5.20. Eight deaths were due to 
drowning, 6 to accidents, 4 from influenza pneumonia, 
14 from all other diseases. 
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Mexican Borper Barracks ErRecrep at Lirtie Cost. 

Under the direction of Major Gen. DeRosey C. Cabell, 
U.S.A., commanding the Southwestern Department, 170 
permanent barrack buildings have been erected along the 
Mexican border, displacing the tent colonies, and this at 
no cost to the Government except for transportation of 
material. General Cabell was recently authorized to 
select the officers he desired for this work and under 
their direction barracks were knocked down and re- 
moved from abandoned Arny camps and posts and trans- 
ported to the border. There the buildings were erected 
entirely by the enlisted men. 
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No CHANGE IN CHIEF OF STAFF. 

A story cabled from Paris on June 16 credited Presi- 
dent Wilson with the intention of making General Per- 
shing Chief of Staff of the Army and stated that Gen- 
eral March, the present Chief of Staff, would be sent 
abroad to command the United States troops in Europe. 


Secretary of War Baker said the report was without 
foundation, and that any announcement of a change 
either in the Commander-in-Chief of the U.S. Army

SECRETARY DANIELS ON. ELECTRIC DRIVE. 


Seeretary Daniels, in communicating to all the offi- 
cers of the Navy his address delivered at the opening 
exercises of the Naval Academy post-graduate school at 
Annapolis on June 12, added to the address a statement 
on the electric drive. It is of interest in this connection to 
pote articles on the subject that appeared in the ARMY 
anp Navy JougNnaL of Oct. 12, 1918, page 213, and 
Oct. 26, 1918, page 280. In his present statement Secre- 
tary Daniels says, in part: 

“The suitability of the electric drive for naval vessels 
was under discussion by our experts for several years. It 
was first tried out on the collier Jupiter, where it met 
every test. As a result it was decided to adopt this 
type of machinery for the battleship New Mexico, and 
her successful operation has given great gratification, 
since these results are a notable monument to American 
progress in the field of engineering. 

“The electric drive meets, in a peculiar way, the many 
requirements of battleship propulsion. It is more eco- 
nomical, with a resultant saving of a large amount of 
fuel, making the battleshp a more effective fighting ma- 
chine, as it gives her a larger radius of action. It is also 
capable of withstanding long and hard service, and the 
cost of repair and upkeep is much less than that of any 
otker type. The battleship can also be given an enor- 
mously greater protection against torpedoes and mines, 
since the various units of the machinery can be isolated 
in watertight compartments. The electric type of pro- 
pelling machinery is peculiarly flexible in its operation, 
so that the ship can be driven at low as well as maxi- 
mum speeds with very nearly the same relative per- 
centages of cconomy. This arises from the fact that 
changes can be made in electric circuits almost in the 
twinkling of an eye, while other types of propelling ma- 
chinery must be designed to obtain the best cconomies 
at some particular speed, or else a compromise must be 
made to meet the extremes of high and low speeds. : 

“The adoption of the electric drive is a notable indi- 
cation of the knowledge of engineering science which 
now exists generally among the officers of the Navy, 
and a tribute to the high training and marked skill of 
the civilian engineers fnd naval experts. who brought 
this epoch-making design to a successful finish. It was 
this expert knowledge which prevented the opposition of 
some eminent ,civilian engineers against such a radical 
departure in battleship machinery from blocking the 
installation of the electric drive in the New Mexico. It 
served also as a bulwark against the business interests 
of those shipbuilders who, for reasons of their own, 
opposed this far-reaching development. . 

“It is true that there were some officers of the Navy 
who hesitated in advocating so revolutionary an ad- 
vance, fearing that it would be perhaps a hazardous ex- 
periment. Some thought there might be serious danger 
in using the large voltages necessary, and which might 
in some way be a menace to the ship. All such fears 
have proven groundless, however, and our pride may be 
stirred by the fact that the United States Navy was the 
first in the world to drive a battleship by electric power 
and to do this with full success in every way. 


EPAULETS AND COCKED HATS IN NAVY. 


The General Order 477, June 12, 1919, Navy Dept., 
approved by Secretary Daniels, which abolishes the 
Navy’s special full dress uniform, cocked hat and epau- 
lets and cocked hats was the cause of a protest from 
the line officers attached to the U.S. Naval Academy in 
1866. The representations of these officers, many of 
whom became famous in the Navy, and the letter of Ad- 
miral Porter, then Superintendent of the Academy, 
transmitting the representations with his endorsement 
to Secretary Welles, are of interest to-day for the rea- 
son that the “courts of Europe” of those days have very 
generally tottered and that democracy has become world- 
wide as a result of the great war. Admiral Porter's ref- 
erence to the court dress of that great democrat, Benja- 
min Franklin, and the penciled comment on the back of 
the officers’ communication, lend color to the corre- 
spondence and tend to show that in 1866 dress was an 
important consideration of the Navy officers. The Ad- 
miral’s letter, in which he appears to have reversed 
himself as to cocked hats and epaulets (or epaulettes as 
it was officially spelled then), follows: 

No. 24, Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md., Feb. 1, 1866. 

Sir: I enclose herewith a communication from some of the 
line officers attached to the Academy. Though I subscribed to 
the opinion expressed by the Board of Admirals, I nevertheless 
agree with the gentlemen who have sent in this petition. I 
agreed to the proposition to dispense with epaulettes and cocked 
hats on the ground that the expenses were heavy on the young 
officers who have not enough pay to clothe themselves with, but 
they would, I am convinced, rather live on a smaller scale than 
be deprived of a uniform that adds to their respectability. 
They are all sensible of the importance of appearing at foreign 
courts in a dress that will not make them conspicuous by being 
opposite to the received etiquette. Republican simplicity should 
no doubt be the standard, but it should be remembered that 
when Benjamin Franklin appeared at the Court of Louis XIIT 
his simple republican costume consisted of velvet coat and 
breeches silk, satin vest, trimmings of Brussels lace and 
diamond buckles on his shoes. In some of the courts of Europe 
an officer could not be admitted with frock coat and cap, and 
if 1 was consulted I would recommend an improvement in the 
uniform that would be satisfactory at home and abroad. Very

On the back of the communication from the line officers, 
there is penciled the following, the writing very closely 
resembling the penmanship of Admiral Porter: “Our 
uniform like many other matters springs from a desire 
to ape the manners, customs and dress of the courts and 
aristoeracy of Europe. Every woman of our land down 
to the youngest servant girl is attempting the fashions 
which originate in foreign courts and which are encour- 
aged there to foster the industry of their countries. It 
is only a few years since epaulettes for the younger offi- 
cers were permitted. The older officers have had them 
and are sick of them as the younger officers will be 
when they see ‘them so common. I would suggest that 
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the younger officers be permitted to have them and the 
older officers not.” 

The communication of the line officers follows: 

U.S. Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md., Jan. 31, 1866. 

Admiral: Having learned incidentally that a change in the 
present uniform of the Navy is contemplated by the Depart- 
ment, by which epaulettes and cocked hats are to be dispensed 
with, we would most respectfully request that your influence 
may be exerted against a change so much at variance with our 
own naval associations and the usages of all naval services. 
We believe that the absence of these distinguishing marks be- 
tween full and undress would be greatly regretted by the Navy 
generally, and that they are necessary to due observance of 
official etiquette abroad, and to the proper performance of social 
and official duties everywhere. The customs and usages of all 
societies, civil as well as military, recognize certain distinctions 
in dress, and require that it should be suitable to the occasion; 
and we would respectfully submit that, as naval officers abroad, 
it is often our imperative duty to take part in ceremonies and 
companies in which the ordinary service dress would be mani- 
festly unsuitable. 

While we have every desire to conform to “Republican sim- 
Plicity,” we would also submit that, as a matter of taste, con- 
venience, time-honored custom and suitableness, the epaulette 
and cocked hat are the best.insignia of full dress that has yet 
been, or can be, devised for naval officers; and in dispensing 
with them a custom would be violated which has prevailed 
since our nation has existed. Very respectfully, your obedient

THE 1920 LUCKY BAG. 


The growth of the personnel of the regiment of mid- 
shipmen of the U.S. Naval Academy is illustrated in 
The 1920 Lucky Bag, the Annual of that organization, 
by the fact that this year’s volume has sixty pages more 
than had the preceding one and also by th ‘ct that 
whereas in the 1919 Lucky Bag each me...er of the 
graduating class had a page to himself for his personal 
record two of these biographies now are assigned to a 
page. The Foreword of the volume reads: “Except for 
two three-month cruises, it has been the fate of the 
Class of "Twenty to spend the years of our latest nayal 
glory in inactive service, years of study in which our 
only inspiration has been the ambition to ft ourselves to 
ultimately assume the places of Naval Academy gradu- 
ates in the Service. In preparing this edition of the 
Lucky Bag, it has been the ambition of the Staff to con- 
vey, not alone a picture of life within these walls, but 
something of the pride in which the Regiment holds the 
Fleet and its operations during the World War. If the 
Lucky Bag presents in their true light the events in the 
lives of U.S. Naval Officers, both during their term of 
preparation and years of accomplishment in the Service, 
then we have succeeded in our purpose.” This volume is 
dedicated, with a full-page photograph, to Lieut. Comdr. 
Henry B. LeBourgeois, U.S.N., “who as a man has 
treated us like men, has given us a square deal, good 
counsel and friendship; who, as a disciplinary officer, 
has tempered justice with an innate understanding oi 
human nature; and who, in giving his best that the 
Naval Academy might bring forth futune generations of 
honorable and efficient naval officers, has daily exempli- 
fied the ideals of the Service.” 

The purely pictorial section of the volume opens with 
photographs of Rear Admirals A. H. Scales and E. W. 
Eberle, present and former Superintendents of the 
Naval Academy; group pictures of the Regimental an 
Battalion staffs of the regiment; and of the company 
officers of the four Battalions. Follows a group of 
handsome “Yard Views,’’ this section ending with a 
group photograph of the Class of 1920. Pages 34 to 
284 are devoted to the photographs and sketches of the 
members of the Class of 1920 beginning with George 
Hume Dana and ending with Terry Bryan Morehouse. 





, Of Wesley Mcl.aren Hague, the honor man of the class, 


who naturally became dubbed “Marshal” and “Sir Doug- 
las,” the sketch below his photograph reads, in part: 
“During our Academic existence ‘Wesley’ has combined 
a ‘What do I care’ with a ‘Watch your step’ attitude. 
His efforts have been successful as may be witnessed by 
their results. . . . His favorite topic is the superi- 
ority of California over Texas, and, though we have our 
own convictions as to both those bits of God’s coun- 
try, Hague easily wins because of his endurance. 
. . + But, we know he’s bound for the same brand of 
luck in the future, as he has had in the past, and when 
some of us are kicking around on our gunboats, he will 
offer to tow us behind his destroyer.” 

In addition to the four midshipmen of the Class of 
1920 who have died “in line of duty” as recorded here, 
Robert Greene Campbell, jr.. Harry Summerfield Latta, 
George E¢clyn Gustuson and William Sloan Crowell, a 
page is given to a photograph of Comdr. Hugh Brown, 
U.S.N., in service uniform, as a memorial to this officer, 
who died Sept. 28, 1918. To each one of the Academic 
staffs is given a page photograph with some textual 
“joshes” and there are photographs of the Ist, 2d, 3d 
and 4th Battalions of the Class of 1921, with a roster of 
the “Youngsters” arranged alphabetically by companies. 
There is a humorous Class History and description of 
“Phe Cruise’; the roster of the. Plebe class; and four 
pages are devoted to “Our Honored Dead,” containing 
the names of*Naval Academy graduates who have died in 
action or succumbed to disease contracted in active ser- 
vice during the period of hostilities. There is a note- 
worthy group of photographs of “When the Fleet Came 
Home” taken in the North River, New York; pictures 
of “June Week” with accompanying text; and a section 
devoted to pictures and text describing the athletic, 
musical and dramatic efforts, and accomplishments of 
the Midshipmen. ‘Typographically and pictorially this 
number of the Lucky Bag is on a par with its recent 
predecessors and is a very handsome book.

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SUGGESTS BOARD OF ARMY CHAPLAINS. 


Chaplain C. C. Bateman, U.S.A., under date of Noy. 
19, 1918, when in Washington, made recommendation 
to The Adjutant General that all Army chaplains be 
placed under the Chief of the Morale Division of the 
War Department in lieu of having, as proposed by some, 
a Chaplain General. In a further communication to 
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The A.G. from Fort Sam Houston, Texas, June 10, 
Chaplain Bateman says: 

“This was not sufficiently constructive. Accordingly, 
after having given much thought to the subject I make 
the following additional recommendation: That in the 
reorganization of the Army a commission or board of 
three Army chaplains be authorized under the immedi- 
ate supervision of the Chief of the Morale Division, 
composed of one Catholic chaplain, one Hebrew chap- 
lain and one chaplain for all other non-Catholic bodies 
represented in commission in the Army; and that cach 
shall be permitted the assistance of one chaplain as- 
sistant selected by personal choice because of special 
fitness to represent the work of Army chaplains before 
church conventions, councils and welfare organizations. 

“It is believed that such a commission will meet the 
objections to the proposed Chaplain General feature of 
proposed legislation, and afford a working plan wpon 
which the chaplains themselves may heartily unite while 
inviting the fullest co-operation from all classes of reli- 
gious people. Besides, the true catholicity of such an 
arrangement will commend itself to many who have no 
interest in creeds, but are deeply interested in morale 
matters and welfare work.”

REPORT ON C.A.C. ORGANIZATION. 


Major Gen. Frank W. Coe, Chief of Coast Artillery, 
has prepared a report recommending certain changes in 
the disposition and composition of Coast Artillery units 
based on the experiences of the war. In substance the 
report reads: 

“During the war the following pieces of coast artillery 
were removed from the coast defenses and are not to be 
replaced: Thirty 5-inch guns, seventy-seven 6-inch guns, 
fifty 8-inch guns, thirty-three 10-inch guns, fourteen 12- 
inch guns and 100 12-inch mortars. The greater. part 
of these were provided with mobile mounts, either rail- 
way or tractor. If these had been retained in the forti- 
fications they would have required for manning details 
467 officers and 13,535 men. 

“There have been retained in the Service certain units 
of heavy artillery which had the most extensive active 
service in France. These units are two brigades of trac- 
tor artillery, each of three regiments, and one brigade of 
railway artillery of four regiments. The armament to 
be supplied these brigades corresponds in a general way 
with that removed from the coast defenses, although the 
regiments equipped with 8-inch howitzers have no 
counter part in the list giver! above. Tables of organiza- 
tion for a peace strength for those units provide a per- 
sonnel totaling 427 officers and 9,226 enlisted men. 

“There are a number of batteries having 8- and 1C- 
inch guns, the short range of which makes them of minor 
value against an enemy fleet. If they were manned fully 
they would require.211 officers and 7,239 men. If they 
are considered as reserve and not manned the personnel 
available after deducting that necessary for mobile 
armamentywill furnish fifty-two per cent. of the officers 
and men necessary to man the remaining seacoast arma- 
ment. 

“The results of the war have shown the necessity of 
heavy mobile artillery with a fieldyarmy in operation 
against-the enemy on land. This type has even greater 
value in defense of the coast line. It is most important 
that the experience gained in the war be not lost and 
that we carry forward the development of this type of 
armament to the fullest extent possible. In order to 
secure the maximum value from the present authorized 
peace strength of the Coast Artillery Corps, the follow- 
ing recommendations are made: (a) That the three 
‘brigades of mobile artillery, two tractor and one rail- 
way, be retained with an authorized personnel of 427 
officers and 9,226 men taken from the Coast Artillery 
Corps; (b) that the remaining stre: of the Coast 
Artillery Corps, 774 officers and 20,243 men, be as- 
signed to the fixed defenses.”

THE PASSING OF NAVY FULL DRESS. 
To rue Eprror oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

If the special full dress uniform of the Navy is soon 
to become a thing of the past, is it not worth while to 
consider what will be gained or lost? There are some 
efiicers of the Navy who advocate abandoning it, the 
principal reasons advanced being that it is cumbersome 
when moving; that it is worn only at infrequent inter- 
vals; and that it is expensive. 

As to its being cumbersome, the whole outfit consists 
of one coat, one pair of trousers, and one hat box; the 
latter coutaining the cocked hat, epaulettes and dress belt 
—strely not a very formidable outfit to pack up, or one 
that occupies much space. While it is true that it is 
not frequently worn, what will be left that will even 
begin to take its place upon occasions that demand a 
real dress uniform Will the somber, clerical-looking 
frock coat wuiform, its plainness unrelieved by epau- 
Jettes and cocked hat, answer the requirements? And 
although at first glance the S.F.D. may seem expensive, 
ene has but to consider the number of years that one 
eutfit, given ordivary care, will last, to see that the ex- 
pense is in reality anything but great. 

A uniform similar to our special full dress forms a 
part of the equipment of the naval officers of all the 
great nations of the world. With our own uniform abol- 
ished, how shall we appear when we mingle with the 
representatives of other navies upon occasions when 
S.F.D. is customarily worn? Moreover, a part of the 
S.F.D. outtit is worn with the evening dress uniform 
upon gala occasiuns of an official nature. In that re- 
spect also the customs of other services are the same. 
The U.S. Navy has long and justly borne the reputation 
of having an exceptionally handsome uniform, and of 
having an appropriate uniform for every occasion. If 
the special full dress is abolished (and especially con- 
sidering the combinations made by it with the frock 
eoat and evening dress uniforms) we shall at onee be 
reduced, for all dress purposes, to the plainest and most 
meager wardrobe, with which we shall from time to time 
be ina to appear at a marked disadvantage.

id finally, the S.F.D. is the one uniform above all 

s that has been associated with the American Navy 
officer from the earliest days of our Navy. It has, it is 
true, been modified from time to time, but the outstand- 
img features—the cocked hat, the epaulettes, and the 
“swailow-tail’ coat—have remained much the same. It 
is the traditional uniform of the Navy, and one that is, 
by international usage, a modern requirement.

PAY OF THE NAVY. 


To tre Eorror or tre ArmMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

If a person is to put his heart and soul into his work 
be must be provided with some incentive, which may, in 
most cages, be reduced to the two fundamentals of 
“power” and “monetary gain.” The present rates of 
pay for the Navy, as well as the Army, were fixed in 
1908 and it is a matter of record that the cost of liv- 
ing has more than doubled since that time. During the 
war everyone was primarily interested in doing his*best 
to carry out his duties and to make the war a success, 
aod patriotism was a sufficient incentive to produce the 
best efforts from all concerned. It is felt that no officer 
would have wished that time or thought be given to the 
question of increased pay when all such fime and effort 
were required in caring for the many war problems. 
Now, however, hostilities have ceased. The cost of liv- 
ing shows no signs of reduction and experts state that 
there will be no marked reduction for years; in fact, 
there has been an increase in the cost of living since 
the signing of the armistice. 

Many ollicers of the Navy shouldered responsibilities 
and exercised power and authority during the war which 
they cannot hope to have during peace, so that this in- 
centive is taken away from them. These same officers 
also face demotion and a decrease in pay which, to- 
gether with the loss of commutation of quarters while 
on sea daty, presents a sérious economic situation to 
them. All this affeets their morale, esprit and efficiency 
at a time of readjustment when the country requires 
the best efforts of its naval officers. 

Many officers have “found themselves” during the war 
and realize that there are higher rewards at present for 
their capabilities in civil life than in the Navy. These 
officers, though, are those which the Navy can least 
afford to lose. It is believed that Congress should take 
all this in consideration and pass legislation increas- 
ing the pay of officers of the Service at the present 
session.

It is noted in an article in your columns that an 
Army officer in France, who is at present holding tem- 
porary rank, wants his permanent promotion. He men- 
tions the hardship liable to be felt by those who will 
be demoted to permanent unless all vacancies in the 
Regular Army have been filled. His case is even 
stronger than he puts it. This demotion has already 
occurred to a number of officers. I have a very good 
friend. He fias already been demoted two grades by 
reason of a temporary surplussage of officers in his 
emergency rank and is under officers whom he ranks 
hundreds of files in the permanent establishment, all of 
whom he ranked two weeks ago. This might not be so 
bad because transitory inequalities are bound to occur 
in getting back to a peace basis, but the bad thing is 
that this oflicer is entitled by his seniority to promo- 
tion if the vacancies in the staff corps were only filled. 

Hie is drawing first lieutenant’s pay and will not 
even get back pay because, due to the failure of the 
War Department to fill the L.G.D., the General Staff, 
The Adjutant General's Department, etc., no vacancies 
in his branch are existent. While he remains a first 
lientenant officers who are not even in the permanent 
establishment are being recommended for promotion (in 
the (.M.C.). The pay of the Army is now by all means 





small enough and it would only seem fair at least to 
keep all the grades fll so that an officer would have all 


that could be given him until Congress gives relief by 
passing an increase of pay bill.

CHIEFS OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 


To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A study of the letter of the Chief of the Personnel 
Branch, Operations Djvision, in your issue of June 7, 
(page 1393) emphasizes the fact that there is just rea- 
son for complaint concerning the composition of the Per- 
sonnel Branch on the grounds stated in your editorial. 
The greater part of the Army is made up of Infantry, 
and according to the letter the control of the Personnel 
Branch rests in the Coast Artillery and Engineers. No 
Infantry or Cavalry officer appears as the chief of any 
full section. The Personnel Branch is arranged at pres- 
ent so that officers of the Infantry and Cavalry have 
charge of sub-sections, not sections, and any action which 
they take must receive the approval of officers of 
branches other than Infantry and Cavalry. Without 
questioning the judgment of the officers of Artillery and 
Engineers, or the administration of the Personnel 
Branch, it would seem in the best interests of harmony 
and fair play that the chief of the branch, the executive, 
or at least one of the chiefs of section, should be selected 
from the Infantry and from the Cavalry. No matter 
how many Infantry officers are detailed in the Person- 
nel Section if they are of less rank than the Artillery 
or Engineers it will be indeed difficult for these juniors 
to secure proper consideration for their branches in the 
Personnel Section. 

It is no longer any secret that in the Army bill sub- 
mitted by the General Staff for the consideration of the 
Secretary of War a plan of promotion, based upon 
length of commissioned service arranged on the single 
list, with provision for selection for elimination appli- 
cable to all grades, received the approval of the majority 
of the General Staff and was submitted for considera- 
tion of the Secretary. This bill has not been submitted 
to Congress, but it is rumored that a movement is on 
foot to settle upon the permanent establishment a sys- 
tem of promotion by selection. For years this system 
has received the disapproval of the great majority of 
Army officers, for good and valid reasons. There is con- 
siderable apprehension, due to the delay in the demo- 
tion of officers, that some scheme is being considered for 
assigning some of the “boy” colonels on the General 
Staff to positions open for details of colonels. By slip- 
ping some provision into Army legislation it may be pos- 
sible for some to- secure appointments as colonel, at 
which the majority of the Army will take offense. 

The General Staff also was unanimous for a chief of 
Infantry and a chief of Cavalry. This idea received the 
same treatment as promotion by length of service from 
the single list. If there be any explanation for the need 
of a chief of Field Artillery, of Coast Artillery, of En- 
gineers, a chief surgeon or surgeon general, such ex- 
planation would apply with equal if not greater force to 
the Infantry, which is the bulk of the Army and requires 
the most comprehensive training because it is called upon 
not only to bear the brunt of the firing line, but to assist 
in the work of every other department and branch of the 
Army. This applies with almost equal force to the 
Cavalry. If we need no chiefs of these two arms there 
is no possible excuse for a chief of Field Artillery, Coast 
Artillery, Engineers, Ordnance or a surgeon general.

INFANTRY AND CAVALRY CHIEFS. 
To THE EprtorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvY JOURNAL: 

Inasmuch as I was in close touch with the Army be- 
fore the war, secured a commission during the emer- 
gency in the Infantry, and at discharge came back to 
official duties in Washington, where I have since been 
in close touch with the Army, I desire to touch upon a 
few pertinent facts which have come under my observa- 
tion. My reasons for requesting a commission in the 
Infantry were that I had been told that in time of war 
the Infantry is “the backbone of the Army.” 

During my brief sojourn in the Army my observa- 
tions led me to conclude that the Infantry officers com- 
pare favorably with those of all other branches when 
it comes to brains, intelligence, zeal and military effi- 
ciency. After the armistice not only officers of Infantry 
but also of other branches made such remarks as “the 
Infantry has come into its own” and “the Infantry did 
most excellent work in every respect.” But present 
circumstances make me think of the finish of a horse 
race. The Infantry having rounded into the. stretch 
with excellent chances of winning, or at least of holding 
its own, has been suddenly pocketed by the other entries, 
This brings up the point of this letter, to ask the fol- 
lowing questions: 

Did not the War Department have the necessary au- 
thority during the emergency to appoint a Chief of In- 
fantry? If so, would not the selection of a Chief of 
Infantry have been of great benefit to that branch, the 
same as appointment of chiefs of other branches has 
been of benefit to them? : 

Is there any particularly good reason why the In- 
fantry is not properly represented in the General Staff 
in Washington, and in the recent West Point selee 
tions? 

Is it true no officer of Infantry or Cavalry is quali- 
fied to handle matters pertaining to the commissioned 
personnel of these two arms? If each is to be denied a 
ehief, the head of the Personnel Branch of the General

Now that the time bas about arrived for the officers 


of the Regular Service to be demoted and they will re 
vert to their former grades, I desire to advance the sug:

The reasons for this are many—and all of them are 


good reasons. When officers of the temporary estab- 
lishment are mustered out and return to civil life they 
will forever after be known as “Captain, Major, Col- 
onel,” etc., as the case may be.

MEDICAL CORPS PROMOTION. 
To TuE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

In most branches of the Service, it formerly took from 
ten to fifteen years for an offieer to attain bis ea ptaincy, 
while in the Medical Corps it formerly~required threg 
years; but in the National Defense Act of June 3, 1916, 


this was ehanged to five years. This was fair enough 
in times of peace, but when we were in a state of war 
why should the officers of the Medical Corps not have 
been allowed to advance the same as all other officers? 
Hundreds of line officers attained their permanent cap- 
taincies in less than a year after entering the Service, 
Why, then, should the Medical Corps have been held 
back? I, like many others, gave up a majority im the 
Medical Reserve Corps to become a first lieutenant of 
the Regular Corps, and a year and a half later am still 
a first lieutenant, with the prospect of remaining so for 
three and a half years to come. It seems a matter of 
justice to the great number of doctors who came into the 
Medical Corps in December, 1917, and up to December, 
1918, expecting to be promoted to captains in one year, 
that they should be se promoted in a year from date of 
their commissions. They came in during the emergency, 
many of them, like myself, going to France in a subordi- 
nate position because they had decided to make the 
Army their life work. Why then should they not be 
treated as well as the line officers? According to Tables 
of Organization there are still over one hundred vacan- 
cies for majers, Medical Corps, which, when filled, will 
leave almost no captains. Does it seem fair then that 
we should not be promoted for nearly four years?

THE SANITARY CORPS. 
To THE EpiITOR oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Much has been said on Army reorganization, but not 
a word relative to the future of the Sanitary Corps, 
which I believe has fulfilled the purpose for which it 
was created—an administrative adjunct to the Medical 
Department—and has released Medical men for Medical 
work, with a resultant satisfaction to the Medical Ser- 
vice itself. That the greater part of hospital adminis- 
tration has been successfully handled by the Sanitary 
Corps hes been admitted, I believe, by Medica] Depart- 
ment officials competent to judge. 

It would seem that the demotion of this branch on 
reorganization of the Army would be unfair. If these 
men bave proven themselves satisfactory as officers why 
not retain them? ‘The question of reducing the allotted 
number of Medical officers by attaching the Sanitary 
Corps to Medical Department is nil, as an equal nume 
ber of Medical officers would .necessarily be taken from 
their work for administrative purposes. The speech of 
Senator La Guardia, in New York, that tried old sol- 
diers might assist in efficient management of Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance, seems a solution of final disposi- 
tion of Sanitary Corps if this organization must be dis- 
banded. If they cannot be retamed, would not imme 
diate retirement of these men with an advanced rank be 
a commensurate reward? The retired non-commissioned 
officers recalled to accept emergency. commissions in the 
Sanitary Corps surely should receive some extra consid 
eration.

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THE SEVEN-YEAR ENLISTMENT MEN 
To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

A few lines in re old soldiers and men who enlisted 
prior to April, 1917, on a seven-year enlistment: four 
years with the colors, three in reserve, and were allowed 
to re-enlist at the termination of the four years. At the 
present enlistment periods are for one year and three 
years respectively (no reserves). All men who enlisted 
or were drafted after the declaration of war were 
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Jowed to re-enlist for one year or three years (although 
some have only been in the Service six months or a 
ear). ‘They receive their final statements of money 

| which they have deposited with the Government, tho 
$60 bonus, travel allowance, ctc., and if enlistment is 
for one year they will be discharged, while the man who 
enlisted prior to April, 1917, will still be serving on his 
seven-year enlistment. If he has any_ money deposited, 
instead of receiving it at the end of four years he has 
to wall seven years, 

This seems to be a grave injustice. Why not give tho 
old men who enlisted before the war the same chance as 
those that enlisted or were drafted after war was de- 
clared, and let them re-enlist, or be furloughed to~the

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COMPARISON OF ARMY PROMOTIONS. 





A comparison of promotion records of Army officers 
on duty in the United States and with the American 
Expeditionary Forces shows the results given below. 

In nsidering the comparison, however, it must be 
porne in mind that the appointments made in the A.E. 
F. were for the emergency only, in all cases, and it 


must also be borne in mind that the greater part of the 
Army was abroad, and urgent vacancies occurring there 


had to be filled without delay. Some of the appointments 
apd promotions made in the United States were perma- 
nent, while others were only temporary. The only per- 
manent appointments and promotions are those made 
jn the Regular Army, and these are al! made by the 
President, “with the advice and consent of the Senate.” 


The long lists of appointments in the A.E.F., published 
in orders as “appointments by the commander-in-chicf, 
AE.F., hereby confirmed,” are in all cases for the emer- 
gency only and are made in accordance with instruc- 
tions sent to General Pershing some months ago for the 
filing of existing vacancies in the A.E.F., as noted in 
our columns at the time. 
Promotions in the United States. 


The records at the War Department show that, taking 
the period of four months, February to June, 1919, the 
promotions in the United States announced in special 
orders of the War Department total 639. By arms of 
the Service, corps and departments the promotions are 
as follows:

Transport Corps, 26; Corps of Engineers, 3; Medical 
Corps, 132; U.S. Army, 20; Q.M. Corps, 78; Air Ser- 
vice, 13; Signal Corps, 7; Chaplains, 141; Ordnance 
Department, 85; Dental Corps, 7; Infantry, 82; A.G.

OUR FORCES IN RUSSIA. 
More Troops Out of Russia. 








Tle transports Menominee and Porto arrived at Brest 
o1 June 24, bringing from Archangel the lagt of the 
American troops there except Engineers left to clean up 
the American base. Brig. Gen. W. P. Richardson, com- 


mander of the American forces in northern Russia, was 
aboard the Porto. 

The American Consul at Archangel has adyised the 
epartment of State of the friendly farewell accorded 
the American troops in all the villages where they were 
stationed, and through which they passed, in a cable- 
Bram dated June 23. Many expressions of regret were 
made by the peasantry and by officials of all ranks at 
the departure of the American forces. The last bat- 
talion of the 310th Engineers was scheduled to leave on 
June 25. It is stated that this unit has won the uni- 


versal admiration of the Allied and Russia command, 
especially for morale and enthusiasm in difficult and 
dangerous undertakings, and that the officers and men 
have given an object lesson in American technique, 


Casualties in Siberian Force. 


One officer and three enlisted men were killed, two 
men were wounded and one officer and four enlisted men 
were captured in recent fighting with anti-Kolchak 
forces in Siberia, the War Department was advised on 
June 26 by Major Gen. William 8S. Graves, U.S.A., com- 
manding the American troops in Siberia. The killed in- 
cluded Lieut. Albert Francis Ward, Corpl. Jesse M. 
Reed and Pyts. D. P. Craig and Charles L. Flake. 
Wounded, degree undetermined, were: Corpl. George A. 
Jenson and Pyt. Clarence G. Crail. All were of the 
Slst Infantry. 

To Sell Army Stores to Russian People. : 

Secretary of War Baker announced on June 20 that 
he would sign a contract with the Russian Co-operative 
Society for $10,000,000 worth of food supplies, which 
will be taken from surplus Army stores. ‘This society 
represents 20,000,000 heads of families in Russia.

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OVERSEAS MOVEMENTS CHECKED. 
Army Officers Not to Go Overseas. 





Announcement of the rescision of the policy of the 
War Department of sending overseas officers of the 
Regular Army who had not had the privilege of serving 
with the A.E.F. in the war was made by Secretary 
Baker on June 25. This abandonment of the policy 
was at the request of General Pershing and became 
effective on June 20. General Pershing pointed out 
that troops are returning to the United States at such 
a rapid rate that there was little opportunity for ab- 
sorbing officers from the United States. The 1921 class 
of graduates of the U.S. Military Academy, scheduled 
to sail about July 11, will not be affected by this change 
of policy. 

Overseas Enlistment Privilege Withdrawn. 

The privilege of enlisting in the U.S. Army overseas 
service will be withdrawn at midnight, July 5, the Pub- 
licity Bureau of the Army Recruiting Service announced 
on June 26. 

Halt in Passports to Visitors to A.E.F. 

On information from General Pershing that until 
such time as the organization of the Army of Occupa- 
tion has been determined it will be impossible for him 
to approve recommendations for the issuance of pass- 
ports to wives, children or members of the immediate 
families of officers and enlisted men serving with the 
A.FE.F., the War Department on June 25 announced 
that henceforth there will be delay in acting on the 
many applications now filed for passports. In every 
case where the War Department has had no objection 
to the approval of the request a cablegram has been sent 
to General Pershing and, where General Pershing has 
recommended approval, the War Department has issued 
the necessary release. In the remoyal of restrictions 
regarding passports the War Department was governed 
by a desire to allow members of officers or enlisted 
men’s families to rejoin those from whom they had been- 
separated for a considerable period of time. The War 
Department emphasizes the fact that no passports will 
be granted to members of the families of officers re- 
cently sent overseas or those whose return is expected 
within the next three months. It is stated that no re- 
ply from General Pershing can be given at this time 
except to only a very few of the many cablegrams sent 
in individual cases by the War Department.

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NATIONAL MATCH NOTES. 


Lieut. Col. W. C. Harllee, U.S.M.C., executive officer 
of the National Matches, has announced that the Divi- 
sion of Militia Affairs is now considering arrangements 
for National Guard teams. As soon as any information 
is available it will be conveyed to The Adjutant General. 
Definite arrangements for expenses of National Guard 
teams may not be announced until after the passage of 
the Army Appropriation bill, 

Teams from state troops may compete in the same 
class with the National Guard (Federalized) team for 
the National Guard team trophy, provided such teams 
are not designated by their states as civilian or school 
teams under the provisions of Paragraphs 4 and 5 of 
the National Match rules. Officers and men of the state 
troops are not ineligible as officials or members of eivilian 
teams or as officials of school teams or provided they are 
otherwise eligible as principals or alternates of school 
teams. In the event that all the officials and members 
of such teams are officers or men of the state troops the 
team would still be eligille to receive the allowances for 
transportation and subsistence under the provision of 
Paragraphs 4 and 5 of the National Match rules, but 
in that event would have to compete for the civilian or 
school team trophy. 

The rules permit any number of National Guard, 
school and civilian teams from each state in addition to 
those authorized to receive transportation and subsist- 
ence and also require that team captains of all the teams 
be designated by the state authorities and state authori- 
tics are requested to designate team captains of such 
additional teams as apply for credentials. The National 
Match range will bé prepared to accommodate any num- 
ber of teams and a large attendance is desired. It is de- 
sired that teams arrfve at the National Match range on 
or prior to Aug. 4. The range will be open to practice 
during the month of July. 

National Match headquarters have been moved to the 
Navy rifle range, Caldwell, and all mail addressed to 
the executive officer, should be sent to Caldwell, N.J., 
in the future. Full address: Executive Officer, National 
Matches, Navy Rifle Range, Caldwell, N.J. 

Lieut. Col. Townsend Whelen, U.S.A., a well known 
rifle expert, has consented to act as team captain of the 
International Small Bore Team to fire at Caldwell in 
August. Colonel Whelen hopes to get a sufficient num- 
ber of a certain new and highly developed .22 caliber 
rifle to enable the team to use them in this match. 

Something like 30,000 tracer, incendiary, and tracer- 
incendiary bullets have been sent to Caldwell, N.J., for 
use in the National Matches in instructing civilians how 
they operate. The A.E.F. worked out a scheme of firing 
tracer bullets at machine gun nests and other hard to 
see things that needed hitting, to designate the target 
to the platoon to fire. Among the special brands to be 
sent to Caldwell sre a number of thousand of the 11-mm.,

On instructions from Secretary Daniels Admiral Wil- 
liam S. Benson, Chief of Naval Operations, on June 25 
directed Rear Admiral James H. Glennon, commandant 
of the 3d Naval District, to meet the U.S. Navy avi- 
ators who were assigned to the transatlantic flight upon 
the arrival of the U.S.S. Zeppelin at New York on or 
about June 26.

These aviators are to be entertained at a 
dinner in New York eity July 2 by the American Flying 
Club at the Hotel Commodore. Job E. Hedges will act 
as toastmaster. Speeches will be made by Brig. Gen. 
William Mitchell, U.S.A.; Franklin Roosevelt, Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, and Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, U.S.A. At the «peakers’ table will be Orville 
Wright, Admiral Mayo, U.S.N., Major Gen. Charles T.

RETIREMENT OF REAR ADMIRAL CAPERTON, 

Rear Admiral William B. Caperton, U.S.N., will be 
¢ransferred to the retired list June 30, 1919, as he will 
en that date have reached the compulsory retiring age 
of sixty-four years. The last sea duty of Admiral Cap- 
erton was as commander-in-chief of the Pacific Fleet, 
with temporary rank of admiral, July 28, 1916, where 
he .rendered valuable service in helping to keep the 

Pacific and South Atlantic clear of German raiders. He 

retires after a most useful career on the active list, 

during which he has served in many classes of ships, 
inciuding the old side wheeler, sailing ships,’ coast sur- 


vey vessels, monitors, and the modern cruiser and battle- 
duties. He 
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ship, besides performing important shore 

was relieved from command April 30, 1919, and was 
ordered to duty in Washington in the office of the Chief 
of Naval Operatians. 


Rear Admiral William B. Caperton was born in Ten- 
ressee June 30, 1855, was graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1875, and made his first cruises im the 
Hartford, Powhatan and Tennessee of the North Atlan- 
tic Fleet. In the Constellation in 1878-9 he visited the 
Yaris exposition. Among other duties he served in the 
Coast Survey steamers Gedney and Bache along the 
coast of Texas, Florida, Key West Harbor, the Atlantic 
coast, the Mississippi River to Baton Rouge, New York 
Harbor and its approaches, off Newport, New London, 
Fishers Island and Gardner’s Bay. From 1883 to 1887 
he cruised to China via the Suez Canal in the Ossipee. 
He was transferred to the flagship Trenton on the 
China Station, and served on her from 1885 to 1886, 
returning to the United States in the U.S. Ossipee in 
1887. From that time to 1889 Rear Admiral Caperton 
was inspector of steel at the Homestead Steel Works 
and the Linden Steel Works in Pittsburgh. From 1889 
to 1891 he was secretary of the Steel Inspection Board 
at Washington. 

In 1891 he served as secretary to the Bruce Board on 
navy yard reorganization. From 1891 to 1894 he served 
on the monitor Miantonomah, Vesuvius, and the train- 
ing ship Essex on a North Atlantic, West Indies and 
European cruise. From 1895 to 1896 he served in the 
office of Naval Intelligence at Washington. In 1897, in 
the Brooklyn, he took part in the Queen’s jubilee in 
London. He was transferred to the Pacific Station and 
placed on the Marietta, making a cruise to Alaska, and 
later to Central America and South America, on the 
Pacifie coast. In 1898 he went around from the Pacific 
on the Marietta as navigator, and after the Spanish 
War he cruised in the West Indies and along the Cen- 
tral American coast. He was inspector of ordnance 
from 1899 to 1901. on duty in the Naval Gun Factory 
at Washington. From 1901 to 1904 he was on the 
Prairie, and from 1904 to 1907 he was lighthouse in- 
specter for the Mississippi River. This was the 15th 
District,-and is from Cairo, Ill, to St. Paul and up the 
Illinois River to the head of navigation. He took com- 
mand of the cruiser Denver at the League Island Navy 
Yard early in 1907, and in company with the Cleveland 
made a passage to Manila via the Mediterranean and 
the Suez Canal. 

He commanded the battleship Maine 1908 to 1909. 
He took command of her in 1908 at Cavite, P.I., and in 
@ompany with the Alabama, both making a special ser- 
Vice squadron, he returned to the United States through 
@he canal. After returning, Rear Admiral Caperton 
served on the Maine when she was flagship of the 
special service squadron under Rear Admiral Conway 
H. Arnold. From 1909 to 1910 Admiral Caperton 
served as secretary to the Lighthouse Board and as a 
member of the Naval Examining and Retiring Boards at 
Washington, and as commandant of the naval station at 
Narragansett Bay. He was placed in command of the 
Atlantic Reserve Fleet and was in command of the 
cruiser squadron of the Atlantic Fleet in November, 
1914, and came especially to public attention in the 
summer of 1915, when he was hurriedly ordered with 
the cruiser Washington to Cape Haytien at the time 
of the Haytian revolution. His success in landing ma- 
rines and taking possession of the town in settling the 
difficulty was an honor to the whole Service. 

While in command of the Pacific Fleet, he visited vari- 
ous South American ports with the 1st Division of the 
fleet, and his visits proved very valuable in cementing the 
friendship of countries there with the United States, 
and in aiding the war against Germany. He shifted his 
flag to the Pittsburg in February, 1917, from the Wash- 
ington. 

In March, 1919, while still on the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion, another flag officer was ordered as commander of 
Division One, Pacific Fleet, and having turned over the 
command of this force Admiral Caperton proceeded with 
his flagship to New York, where he arrived in April. 
Thence he proceeded, in his flagship. to the navy yard, 
Portsmouth, N.H., where, on April 30, he hauled down 
his flag, after five and one-half years’ continuous sea 
service, of which nearly three years were spent as 
commander-in-chief of the Pacific Fleet. Upon the ter- 
mination of his active career afloat, he was ordered to 
the Navy Department, where he commenced to write the 
history of his career as a flag officer. During June, 1919, 
he was charged with the reception and official entertain- 
ment of Dr. Epitacio Pessoa, president-elect of Brazil, 
who made an official tour through the United States as 
a guest of the nation. 

The retirement of Admiral Caperton on June 530, as 
we announced some weeks ago, will result in making 
Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss a permanent rear admirat, 
and Capt. Powers Symington a permanent captain, and 
promote to temporary rear admiral Capt. Richard H. 
Jackson, and to temporary captains Comdrs. Fletcher 
H. Sheffield and Herbert C. Cocke. The list of tempo- 
rary commanders is exhausted and selection for promo- 
tion in this grade will be made by the Selection Board 


in July. 





Col. Samuel E. Allen, Coast Art., U.S.A., will be re- 
tired on July 1, 1919, on his own application after more 
than forty-two years’ service. He was born in Indiana, 
Aug. 12, 1858, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of June, 1881, at which time he was promoted in ‘the 
Army to second lieutenant, 5th Artillery. After serv- 
ing in garrisons at Atlanta, Ga.; Fort Schuyler, N.Y., 
and Fort Columbus, N.Y., to Oct. 3, 1887, he was or- 
dered to Fort Douglas, Utah, where he remained until 
Oct. 2, 1889, and then went to Fort Columbus, N.Y. 
He was assistant to the inspector of artillery in the 
Department of the East to June, 1890, and is a grad- 
uate of the Artillery School, class of 1892. He was as- 
sistant instructor in the department of natural and ex- 
perimental philosophy, U.S.M.A., Sept. 1, 1892, to Au- 

st, 1896. He was on special duty at Fort Monroe, 


Ys. from Augist, 1896, to Dec. 31, 1898, and was pre 


moted captain, 5th Artillery, March 2, 1899. Among 
other assignments to duty he served at Forts Sheridan, 
Hancock, Hamilton and Sam Houston; was promoted 
major, Artillery Corps, May 20, 1904, and was assigned 
to command a battalion of Field Artillery at Fort Snell- 
ing. He was in command of the provisional battalion 
of the provisional regiment of Field Artillery during the 
camp of instruction at Fort Riley, July 28 to Sept. 18, 
1906; was promoted lieutenant colonel, Artillery Corps, 
April 11, 1907, and was assigned to the Coast Artillery 
the following May, and was promoted colonel Feb. 2, 
19t%. His later posts of duty included Forts Wads- 
worth, N.Y.; Warren, Mass., and Barrancas, ~Fla, ; 
Seattle, Wash., and the Philippine Islands. 

Col. Robert D. Walsh, Cav., upon his own application, 
is retired from active service July 1, 1919, after more 
than forty-one years’ service. Colonel Walsh, who has 
been serving with the A.E.F. under General Pershing, 
was.born in California, Oct. 14, 1860, and is a graduate 
of the U.S.M.A., class of 1883, when he was assigned to 
the 22d Infantry. He was transferred to the 4th Cav- 
alry the following September, and reached the grade of 
colonel July 1, 1916. During the war with Spain he 
served as a major and lieutenant colonel of the 35th U. 
S. Volunteer Infantry in Philippine campaigns. Dur- 
ing the present war Colonel Walsh was appointed a 
brigadier general in the National Army, Aug. 5, 1917. 
He was awarded the brevet rank of first lieutenant Feb. 
27, 1890, for gallant service in action against Indians 
in the Patagonia mountains, Mexico, June 6, 1886. 

Col. William Stephenson, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who 
was retired from active service May 14, 1919 upon 
reaching the age of sixty-two years, was last on duty 
at Governors Island, N.Y. He is a native of Maine 
and first entered the Regular Army Dec. 3, 1885, as an 
assistant surgeon. His active service included the fol- 
lowing: Joined at Fort Omaha, Neb., during Septem- 
ber, 1883, and later served at Forts Niobrara, Riley 
and Reno, Rock Springs, Wyo; Camp Verde, Ariz., up 
to June, 1888. As captain he served at Columbus 
Barracks, Ohio, and Fort Porter, N.Y., until October, 
1892, when he joined at Boise Barracks, Idaho, for two 
years, after which he served two years at Vancouver 
Barracks, Wash. During October, 1896, he accompanied 
the 4th Infantry east to Fort Sheridan, Ill., and as reg- 
imental surgeon went with the regiment to Tampa, Fla., 
in 1898.. He was appointed major and brigade surgeon 
of Volunteers June 4, 1898, and served at Chickamauga 
Park, accompanying General Brooks’s expedition to Porto 
Rico, where for four months he served at Arroyo, Guay- 
ama and Sam Juan. He later served four months as 
sanitary inspector on the staff of Gen. Leonard Wood 
at Santiago, Cuba. Beginning April, 1899, Colonel Ste- 
phenson served fifteen months as attending surgeon at 
New York city, and was ordered direct to Pekin, China, 
July, 1900, serving for four months at Tientsin during 
the Boxer War. Proceeding to the Philippines in De- 
cember, 1900, he saw varied service in Laguna and Ba- 
tangas provinces as brigade surgeon to Gen. J. F. Bell, 
and in Manila until September, 1902, when he joined as 
post surgeon at Monterey Barracks and afterwards 
served at the Presidio, San Francisco, until April, 1907. 
After a second tour in the Philippines at Camp Stotsen- 
burg, and at Fort McKinley for two years, and being 
promoted to lieytenant colonel May, 1908, he joined at 
Fort Leavenworth, serving until July, 1911, when he, 
as sanitary inspector, joined the headquarters, Eastern 
Department, at Governors Island, N.Y. He was pro- 
moted colonel April, 1912, and joined at headquarters, 
Central Department, Chicago, as department surgeon, 
serving there until December, 1917, when he joined at 
Governors Island, N.Y., as department surgeon, retir- 
ing May 14, 1919. at that station, which is his tem- 
porary postoffice address. 

Major William Brackett, U.S.M.C., who was retired 
from active service May 31, 1919, for disability incident 
to the service, was last on duty in the 3d Naval Dis- 
trict. He was born in Illinois, Dec. 18, 1879, and was 
appointed Sept. 11, 1900, and is an additional number 
in his grade. Major Brackett reached his present rank 
June 12, 1917.

Col. Vernon W. Boller, U.S.A. (captain of Infantry, 
Regular Army), was reported in the War Department 
casualty list of June 25, 1919, as having died from dis- 
ease while a member of the A.E.F. He was born in 
Michigan July 24, 1877, and served in the ranks in the 
1st and 2d Ohio Volunteer Infantry during the Span- 
ish-American War. He also served in the Philippine 
insurrection as a member of the 39th U.S. Volunteer 
Infantry. In 1901 he was appointed a second lieutenant 
of Infantry in the Regular Army. 

Lieut. Col. John Handy Hall, who was formerly in 
the 108th Field Artillery, U.S.A., and who recently re- 
turned from France, was killed in an automobile acci- 
dent near Devon, Pa., June 26, 1919. Colonel Hall, 
who resided in Philadelphid, was returning from a din- 
ner at the Pickering Hunt Club, near Valley Forge, 
given to him and members of the University Club who 
had served overseas. The driver blinded by the head- 
lights of an approaching car, ran his machine into a 
ditch, Major M. J. Pickering, graduate manager of 
athletics at the University of Pennsylvania, was hurt. 
Colonel Hall was a native of Lynchburg, Va. He was 
graduated from Washington and Lee and later studied 
law at the University of Pennsylvania. He was a 
veteran of the Spanish War. 

Ex-Capt. William Griffing Ford, formerly of the New 
York Naval Militia and a graduate of the Naval Acad- 
emy, died at the Roosevelt Hospital, New York city, 
June 23, 1919. He was born in Memphis, Tenn., in 
1863. and was a graduate of the U.S. Naval Academy in 
the class of 1881, and was honorably discharged June 30, 
1883, with other members of the class except four under 
a decision of the Navy Department to reduce the Navy 
personnel. At the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
War he was appointed a lieutenant in the Volunteer 
Navy. He joined the 2d Battalion of New York Nayal 
Militia in June, 1897. 

Lieut. Shelley Watson, Air Ser., U.S.A., whose home 
was in Rogers, Texas, and his mechanic, M. Ireland, of 
Westbury, L.I., were killed at Rye Beach, N.Y., June 24, 
1919, when an airplane in which they were flying 
crashed to the ground from a height of about 200 feet 
and caught fire.

The 
shooting occurred Saturday night, June 21, and Lieu- 
tenant Beggs, it is reported, contended that another 
American was responsible for the shooting. It developed 
that several Americans had trouble with German civ- 
ilians in a café at Seeburg.

Army Laundries.

This 
may be compared with a total shipment to France ‘in 
October of 160,200 tons, of which all but 68,448 tons 
were raw materials furnished the French in replacement 
of ordnance to be delivered to the A.E.F. About half of 
the total returned was artillery and small arms am- 
munition.

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ARTILLERY PRODUCTION NEARLY COMPLETED.

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AGAINST A UNITED AIR SERVICE. 


Both the Secretary of War and the fecretary of the 
Navy have expressed official opinions against the com- 
bining of the air forces in their respective departments 
into one body that would be known as the Department 
of the Air with a secretary in the Cabinet. It may be 
argued by those in favor of this plan that Mr. Baker 
and Mr. Daniels are opposed to it for reasons based on 
the administration of the two air forces, whereas Army 
and Navy officers themselves, men trained technically 
and tactically in the operation of aircraft, have not had 
an opportunity to be heard on the subject and there- 
fore we do not know whether they favor this plan or 
not. But now we know what some Army and Navy ofli- 
cers, whose duties are connected with aviation, think 
on this Subject. For the Director of the Army Air Ser 
vice and the Chief of the Aviation Division of the Navy 
have both gone on record as being opposed to this plan. 
And these expressions are particularly enlightening for 
the reason that they discuss the physical condition oj 
aircraft in relation to their strategical use, a viewpoint 
that we do not recall seeing expressed before this. 

This last-named matter is set forth in a statement 
issued by the Director of the Army Air Service in which 
he sets out-to answer the question, “Shall Army ana 
Navy airships be similar?’ Experience with Coast Ar- 
tillery equipment has shown our Army autkorities that 
sea air and water were very corrosive agents and to 
overcome the action of these elements bronze and steel 
castings were used in succession to such 
weights that coast equipment was no longer mobile. In 
acronautical construction this same trend of design is 
already noted. It will always be possible to use — 
and lighter material in the dry regions of the interior 
than along the coast. It will also be possible to get 
longer service out of them. “It therefore would ap- 
pear that equipment built for use near tLe ocean should 
follow naval precepts and that equipment for use in- 
land or near fresh water should follow Army precepts.” 
This relation of economical construction to varied stra- 
tegical. uses of airships in the United States is further 
developed in these words: “We have a vast area of 
high mountainous territory where the climate is hot 
and dry. Ships must. start from high altitudes and re- 
turn to high altitude stations. Some of these ships 
can sail over deserts, immune from artillery and air- 
plane attacks. These ships certainly must have fabri: 
metal and wood parts for such climatic conditions. 
Would an airship built for use at sea level stations and 
humid salt air stand the heat and dryness? Vice versa, 
would a light weight interior machine stand the moisture 
if brought down to the sea?” Everyone who takes the 
slightest interest in Army aviation will recall how our 
aircraft went to pieces in the Mexican invasion of 1916 
when flying in the hot, dry air and over the mountains 
of northern Mexico. That experience answers the above 
questions completely and in the negative. 

The experiences of Lieut. Comdr. Albert C. Read, U. 
S.N., and Alcock and Brown of the Royal Air Force in 
flying across the Atlantic showed very conclusively that 
aerial navigation at sea presented problems unknown to 
flying over the land. The statement of the Director of 
the Army Air Service dwells on this point, stating: 
“Navigation overland is somewhat different from navi 
gation over the seas. ‘The overland navigator can get 
better weather data and can find by direct observation 
of the landscape. what his rate of progress is and his 
whereabouts. In case of trouble he knows that he can 
get down on land and even save his ship. The navigat- 
ing instruments do not need to be as excellent as they 
The ship does not need to be designed 
for such long trips. The nacelle can be lightened and 
life-saving gear can be eliminated. The chances are 
that a cheap commercial type will be evolved that is 
suitable for Army use for local purposes.” 

The statement points out that “A foot-free Navy and 
an efficient coast defense heretofore have been American 
ideals,” and asks: “What is an efficient aerial defense? 
Where will it act? What will it cost? Is it a Navy 
affair or an Army affair?’ At the end it comes to these 
sound conclusions which are borne out by the experi- 
ences of war: “Analyze the problem as you will, you 
will finally come back to the old knowledge that forces 
acting mostly on the seas should be Naval forces. 
Forces acting mostly on land should be Army forces.” 

It is because war has brought to our Army and Navy 
officers the profound conviction that the Army Air Ser- 
vice and the Navy Aviation Division should operate as 
separate entities that they are opposed to the uniting 
of these forces, a plan which has been a purely politi- 
cal one in this country since it was originated. Capt. 
1’, T. Craven, U.S.N., chief of the Navy’s Aviation Divi- 
sion, touches on this point m a memorandum furnished 
Representative Hicks to present the Navy’s viewpoint 
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in this matter, and also states that the unification of 
the air services in Great Britain has not proved to be 
the great success it hss been declared to be by adyo- 
cates of such a system here. Captain Craven's state- 
ment reads: 

“The strongest arguments advanced for united air 
gervice, it is believed, are suggested by those who seek 
high position and rank, together with the emoluments 
which accompany these in the formulation of a new de- 
partmental activity. It may be that arguments of per- 
sons of this character were very powerful and con- 
tributed materially toward the establishment of a united 
air service in England, where, however, the methods for 
handling all military affairs are quite widely different 
from those utilized in the United States. England sceks 
absolute supremacy in the air to-day as she has sought 
it and enjoyed it on the surface of the sea and where it 
has been unchallenged for hundreds of years. Even so, 
however, it is believed that now there is a feeling in 
Great Britain that the unification of the air service of 
the army and the navy was a mistake and that the ten- 
dency is noticeable toward a separation. It is of inter- 
est to note that the lighter-than-air branch of aviation 
bas always remaimed under the control of the British 
Admiralty. When the military effort exercised in the 
air has become supreme and ships and men operating 
on the surface of the water or on land are subsidiary, 
then the time has arrived for a united military air ser- 
vice...

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ACQUIRING LANDS FOR ARMY PURPOSES. 
Senate Proviso Not Unreasonable, 


It is to be hoped that in the final passage of the Army 
Appropriation bill the Senate proviso in limitation of 
purchase of real estate for Army use will prevail over 
that passed by the House. The Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs followed more closely the suggestion of 
War Department officials who knew the degree of diffi- 
culty and embarrassment that would necessarily follow 
if such a blanket proviso as the House passed should 
be enacted into law. The proviso as passed by the 
Senate reads : 

“That except as hereinbefore provided or in the ful- 
filment of contracts heretofore made or definite obliga- 
tions already incurred, or where it is necessary, in order 
to protect the interest of the Government in buildings 
or other valuable improvements constructed prior to 
Jan. 1, 1919, on the land to be purchased no part of 
any of the appropriations made hercin nor any of the 
unexpended balances of appropriations heretofore made 
for the support and maintenance of the Army or the 
Military Establishment shall be expended for the pur- 
chase of real estate or for the construction of Army 
camps or cantonments.” [That portion of the quota- 
tion preceding the desao is the Senate’s amendment of the 
House proviso.] 

The inclusion of the proviso as amended would work 
hardship on no one. It would safeguard the interests 
of the Army, and at the same time it would allow Con- 
gress to pass on any individual requests for authority to 
purchase or construct except in those special cases enu- 
merated in the bill itself. It can safely be assumed that 
the Senate language of the bill conforms almost identi- 
cally with the wiskes of the Secretary of War who testi- 
fied that the department is desirous of purchasing land 
only where it is absolutely necessary either to fulfill obli- 
gations or actual contracts or to protect Government in- 
vestments; there can, therefore, be no harm in its being 
embodied in the bill in that form. 





The House Proviso in Army Bill, 


The House, as noted last week, provided in a legisla- 
tive clause added to the Army Appropriation bill: 

“That no part of any of the appropriations made 
herein nor any of the unexpended balances of appropri- 
ations heretofore made for the support and maintenance 
of the Army or the Military Establishment shall be 
expended for the purchase of real estate or for the con- 
struction of Army camps or cantonments.” 

Serious danger will arise to many of the most jmpor- 
tant War Department plans if the House rider, forbid- 
ding any and all purchases of land, is restored in confer- 
ence. There is hardly a branch of the Service which will 
not suffer. The Camp Benning project, which is of itself 
important enough to cause reconsideration, is only one of 
many which would be practically abandoned. 

In the discussion over the right of the War Depart- 
ment {o spend money appropriated for war purposes for 
the purchase of real estate, the real issue involved has 
become obscured. There can be no question that the 
War Department had competent authority to purchase 
or to contract for lands for military purposes under 
present law. 

There can be no question that Congress has authority, 
in appropriating money for future expenditure, to pro- 
vide that it shall or shall not be used for certain pur- 
Poses. But when the House goes beyond this and pro- 
poses retroactive legislation that forbids the expendi- 
ture of balances already in hand for purposes that were 
not outside the legitimate uses of the appropriations at 
the time the appropriations were made, it may not be 
exceeding its authority, but it is certainly putting a de- 
partment of the Government in a position that might in- 
volvye a breach of contract. The House entirely ignored 
the fact that this proviso, if enacted, would make it im- 
possible for the Goyernment to make payment under con- 
tracts for millions of. dollars that were enfered upon 


legitimately and with full authority, under appropria- 
tion provisions as they stood at the time. The fact, also, 
that the House proviso would have the effect of destroy- 
ing the result of months of planning and labor on the 
part of the War Department to build at Camp Benning, 
Ga., as the most complete and up-to-date Small Arms 
Firing Center in the world should not be neglected when 
the point is finally argued out. The Camp Benning pro- 
ject became a subject of Congressional criticism in the 
debate on this proviso, more than all the remaining build- 
ing and purchase projects of the War Department. It 
is therefore worth while to consider the value of this 
school which it is the avowed intention of the Lower 
House to destroy. 
School of Arms, Camp Benning, Endangered, 

Before the armistice was signed, the School of Arms 
site was moved from Fort Sill to Camp Benning on the 
recommendation of officers in the Army who were highly 
qualified to pass judgment on the project. Approxi- 
mately 130,000 acres were taken by the Government at 
Benning, part by purchase, part by contract for pur- 
chase, and the remainder by condemnation. After the 
armistice was signed, and it was apparent that Congress 
would urge measures of economy, the size of the site 
to be used for Camp Benning was reduced to approxi- 
mately 98,000 acres, resulting -in a considerable saving 
to the Government. With this modification, the project 
was continued with the purpose of making it one of the 
most valuable adjuncts to the permanent equipment of 
the Army. The school at Camp Benning is designed to 
accommodate 5,000 students at a time, with permanent 
quarters and administration and classrooms to corre- 
spond. It is the intention of the War Department not 
only to train Infantry officers at the school, but to train 
officers in all kinds of small arms work for all branches 
of the Service, so that they, in turn, can act as instruc 
tors in “small arms firing. ‘The scope of the work will 
include not only rifle and pistol instruction, but also 
machine gun practice, the use of hand grenades, the 
bayonet, trench mortar batteries and the construction of 
trenches with machine gun and trench mortar emplace- 
ments. Instruction in all of these branches is consid- 
ered by the War Department to be essential for a well 
trained Army. If the school is to be legislated out of 
existence as it would be in the event of the enactment 
of such a law as that passed by the House, the Army 
will suffer immeasurably. Congress will be held re- 
sponsible for once more choosing the unwise course ef 
false economy.

R.0.T.C. IN ARMY REORGANIZATION. 


Officers of the Army and members of Congress alike 
are showing unusual interest in the development of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps during the short period 
which has elapsed since the cessation of hostilities. It 
was a source of satisfaction to members of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs when it was brought out 
in the testimony of Col. F. J. Morrow and Major T. K, 
Lewis, of the Committee on Education and Special 
Training, that there were, during the academic year 
just closed approximately 100,000 young men and boys 
taking military training as members of the R.O.T.C. 
This number, it is to be noted, undertook this work 
subsequent to the signing of the armistice, although 
many had been enrolled prior to that time in the Stu- 
dents Army Training Corps. It is, of course, not to be 
assumed that the whole 100,000 who have had instruc- 
tion during the year will pursue the military course to 
the end of their college course with the purpose of ob- 
taining a commission in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 
The majority are probably enrolled in the course be- 
cause in many colleges in the country military train- 
ing is prescribed for the first one or two years. The 
fact, however, that nearly 10,000 of the 100,000, only 
a part of which number is eligible for this advanced 
training, have undertaken the summer camp work thig 
year is an indication that the proportion of the men 
who will eventually qualify as Reserve officers is high. 
The number is undoubtedly high enough to warrant the 
continuation of such a scheme in the new Army unless 
it is determined that a system of universal training will 
be adopted by Congress. 

In urging the further development of the R.0.T.O., 
Secretary Baker has said, according to the R.O:T.C. 
Bulletin, that “whatever be the future policy of the 
United States, it is highly desirable that there be a con- 
tinuous supply of young men having the fundamentals 
of a military education and of technically trained men 
who are informed as to the military applications of the 
several sciences.” ‘This opinion is endorsed by many 
officers in Washjngton, particularly those who are doubt- 
ful about the possibility of obtaining a workable sys- 
tem of universal military training. It has been sug- 
gested that in the event that Congress fails to include 
universal training in its Army reorganization measure 
fhe Reserve Officers’ Training Corps will have to be 
developed in such a manner as to make it attractive to 
college students and others who are eligible for ele 
mentary training and at the same time make it yalua- 
ble as a military asset to the Government. With an 
Officers’ Reserve Corps filled with young men who are 
trained for two weeks each summer in the arm of the 
Service in. which they have already been commissioned, 
and with a large reservoir of partially trained men who 
have taken the preseribed one or two years of military 
training that is now in the curriculum of the best col- 
leges of the country, there will exist as good a substi- 
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tute as can be offered for universal training. The de- 
gree of efficiency which would exist under universal 
training is, of course, not attained because with the R. 
O.T.C. as a basis for the Reserve only the officers are 
classified and maintained on rosters.. The R.O..C. is, 
in effect, a universal trainisg system for officers, as 
practically every man in the country who is qualified 
to become an officer in the Army is required either at 
college or high school to take training that will later fit 
him to act in a commissioned capacity in the case of an 
emergency. While not a complete safeguard for the 
future, such a system is, nevertheless, a great advance 
over pre-war conditions. 
Distinguished Colleges and Schools. 

Following the recommendation of a board of officers 
appointed to inspect and report on the military effi- 
ciency of various schools and colleges throughout the 
country which have units of the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps, twelve colleges have been designated as dis- 
tinguished institutions and ten honor schools have been 
selected from among the secondary schools. Although 
regulations provide for the selection of fifteen distin- 
guished institutions, only twelve were designated this 
year as being especially qualified. They are, in alpha- 
betical order: Agricultural and Mechanic Arts College 
of Texas; The Citadel, Cornell University, Michigan Ag- 
ricultural College, Norwich University, Oregon Agri- 
cultural Colloge, Pennsylvania Military College, ‘St. 
John’s College’ (Annapolis), University of Califo. wia, 
University of Florida, Virginia Agricultural and Me- 
chanic and Polytechnic Institute, Virginia Military In- 
stitute. The honor schools are as follows: Culver, 
Kemper, Kentucky Military Institute, New Mexica Mil- 
itary Institute, Northwestern Military and Naval Acad- 
emy, Sewanee Military Aeademy, Shattuck School, 
Staunton Military Academy, St. John’s Military Acad- 
emy (Delafield, Wis.), S® John’s (Manlius, N.Y.). 
The staff of inspection for the R.O.T.C. units included 
twelve officers whose report was made to the War Col- 
lege. 


ESTIMATES ON AN AVERAGE ARMY. 

The War Department has furnished Chairman Wads- 
worth of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs with 
estimates of the size of the Army throughout the ensu- 
ing fiscal year if the average Army for appropriation 
purposes is set at either 500,000, 400,000 or 300,000 
men. It has been determined that July 1 will find 
1,039,000 men still in the Army. ‘There will be 748,288 
on July 1 and 472,288 on Aug. 31 if demobilization and 
transportation to this country continue as rapidly as 
they are now proceeding. This would leave an Army of 
$22,098 during the last nine months of the fiscal year 
on the basis of an ave.age Army of 400,000, as pro- 
vided by the Senate; or 195,835 on the basis of 300,000 
as passed by the House. It would allow an Army of 
448,400 if the average were set at 500,000 as originally 
requested by the War Department, 

Considerable significance has been attached to the 
fact that the committee also asked the War Department 
to estimate what the average would have to be in order 
that the minimum figure reached would be 225,000, the 
number of men allowed in the National Defense Act. 
To maintain a minimum establishment of 225,000 men 
during the last nine months of the year, Congress would 
have to appropriate for an average Army of 323,131. 
The National Defense Act will be in force when emer- 
gency legislation goes out of effect, and the Army will 
have to be organized on this basis unless reorganization 
legislation is completed prior to that time. 
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PERSHING STADIUM PRESENTED TO FRANCE. 

General Secretary Carter of the Y.M.C.A. presented 
Pershing Stadium to the American Army on June 22. 
General Pershing received the stadium on behalf of the 
American Expeditionary Force and then presented it to 
the French people. General Pershing recalled that June 
22 was the second anniversary of the arrival of the first 
contingent of American combatant forces in France. He 
said he hoped the stadium would become a permanent 
testimonial of American esteem and an enduring monu- 
ment to the sportsmanlike spirit that had inspired and 
sustained France throughout the war. The stadium was 
built on ground provided by France at Joinville-el-Pont 
in Vincennes, a suburb of Paris, at a cost of $400,000, 
two-thirds of which was contributed by the Y.M.C.A. 
As a part of the ceremonies there was a parade of ath- , 
letes of eighteen Allied nations and picked battalions of 
the French and American Armies that marched before 
President Poincare, General Pershing and General Bliss. 
Among’the American troops which marched were crack 
detachments from the Ist, 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th and 6th Divi- 
sions, which had been drilled specially for this parade. 


_— 
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OVERSEAS TRANSPORTATION FOR Navy FAMIzies. 

The Chicf of Transportation Service has been directed, 
when space is available, to furnish transportation over- 
seas to families of officers. and enlisted men of the Navy 
upon request from the Bureau of Navigation. In view 
of the shortage of first-class accommodations for the 
westbound passage, no assurance has been given that the 
War Department will be able to return families of offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Navy until after all of the 
troops of the American Expeditionary Force have been 
returued. 
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THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 

The Sundry Civil Appropriation bill was reported in 
the Senate on June 26. Among its provisions is one 
which virtually discontinues the United States Employ- 
ment Service on July 1. 

The Urgent Deficiency bill as recently agreed to car- 
ries this measure of relief for the officers and men of 
the U.S.S. San Diego: 

Any Liberty loan bonds belonging to an officer or member 
of the crew of the U.S.S. San Diego, and which were in pos 
session of the owner on board said vessel on July 19, 1913, 
when such vessel was sunk off the coast of Long Island, N.Y., 
and which shall be shown to have been at that time lost 
beyond recovery, are hereby declared to have been wholly 
destroyed, and the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized and directed to issue duplicates of such bonds in con 
formity with the provisions of the Revised Statutes. 


SENATE PASSES ARMY BILL. 

After discussion for three days, including some night 
sessions, the Senate passed the Army Appropriation bill, 
H.R. 5227, carrying $888,000,000 ard providing funds 
for an average army of 400,000 men for the ensuing year. 

The bill was sent to conference promptly, and the 
matter of the size of the Army was discussed by the 
conferees, without result. other than a decision on June 
26 to report a disagreemert to their respective branches, 

The increase over the amount voted by the House is 

$171,000,000, the Hous: having provided for a person- 
nel averaging only 300,000 for the year. The Air ap- 
propriation is increased more than 200 per cent. over 
the House provisoin. As passed by the Senate, the 
principal items of the bill are $215,885,000 for Army 
ay, 9525,991,000 for subsistence and transportation, 
54,400,000 for aviation, an increase of $39,000,000 
over the House appropriation; $12.215,000 for the Na- 
tional Guard, $19,000,000 for ordu ince, $45,000,000 for 
storage and shipping facilities. »1«f 45.000,000 for voca- 
tional training as against $10,500 voted by the House. 

The Senate reduced from $3,260,000 to $2,660,000 the 
appropriation for purchase of the )avten Wright Avia- 
tion Field at Dayton, Ohio, u « amendment by 
Senator Lenroot, Republictin, \ vain, which also 
stipulates that not more than $!.°3).0C0 shall be spent 
in acquiring 1,500 additional acre «f snd adjoining the 
Wrizht field, after appraisement a: ».commendation by 
an Army board. Another amendment adopted and re- 
approved would limit the salary of -C. W. Hare. in 
charge of disposal of surplus war supplies, to $12,000 a 
year, a reduction of $13,000 from Mr. Hare's pr sent 
salary. 

The S:cretary of War is authorized to establish and 
maintain at one or more established flying schools courses 
of instruction for aviation students. Aviation students 
shall be enlisted in or appointed to the grade of flying 
cadet, Air ‘service, which grade is hereby established. 
The total number of flying cadets shall not at any one 
time exceed 1,300. The base pay of a flying cadet shall 
be $75 per month, inc!uding extra pey for tiying risk as 
provided by law. The ration allowance of a flying cadet 
shall not exceed $1 a day, and his other allowances shall 
be those of a private, first class, Air Service. 

Upon completion of a course prescribed for flying 
cadets, cach fiying eadet, if he so desire, may be dis- 
charged and commissioned as a second lieutenant in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, provided, that the Secretary of 
War is authorized to discharge at any time any flying 
cadet whose cischarge shall have been recommended by 
a board of not less than three officers. 

The action of the Senate in the matter of the House 
restriction on the purchase of real estate for camp sites 
is noted on another page. 

Not to exceed $22,500 of the appropriation for “Sub- 
sistence” shall be made available for the care of the 
peach orchard on Poole Island, Aberdeen Proving 
Ground, and the grain now growing at this and other 
reservations and the harvest and disposal of the crops; 
and such disposal by sale or otherwise shall be made pur- 
suaat to such regulations as may be prescribed by the 
Secretary of War: Provided further, That all moneys 
received by the United States as the proceeds of such 
sales shall be deposited in the Treasury of the United 
States as ‘miscellaneous receipts.”

Nome of the Adopted Amendments. 

The Senate adopted among other provisions the fol- 
lowing: 

That the several organizations of the War Department, with 
their powers and duties as defined in orders and regulations 
in force and effect on Nov. 11, 1918, shall be continued until 
a reorganization of the Army is effected by statutes of Con- 
gress duly approved. 

That officers of the emergency Army appointed to the OfM- 
cers’ Reserve Corps may be appointed therein to the grade 
held by them in the emergency Army, or higher grade, as the 
Secretary of War may direct. 

Also a chapter authorizing the President, through the 
heads of departments to dispose of surplus real estate. 

Chapter Three as adopted would authorize the 
Soughton Memorial Association to maintain a building 
on the Fort Leavenworth Reservation. 

Transfer of ammunition is authorized between execu- 
tive departments of the Government. 

The President is authorized to appoint Col. William 
A. Simpson, U.S.A., retired, to the rank of brigadier 
general, retired, and Major H. W. Daley, National 
Army, to major on the retired list. Capt. Daniel W. 


Hand, Field Art., to be appointed to the position he 
would have occupied on lineal list if he had not suffered 
reduction in G.O. 156, 1910. 

The President is authorized to appoint Capt. Leonard 


F. Matlack, now with Sth Cavalry, to rank of captain 
on the retired list. 

Capt. J. C. Garrett, formerly captain of Cavalry, to 
take rank as if he had remained continuously in service. 

Col. Samuel R. Jones, retired, to brigadier general, 
retired, 

Authority is granted to place at the disposal of the 
American Red Cross, medical and surgical supplies and 
foodstuffs in Europe not now essential to the A.l.F. 

Compensation under the War Risk Act is authorized 
for Lieut. Frank Barber, British army, who lost his 
eyesight by an explosion at Camp Wheeler, Ga. 


SENATE PASSES NAVAL BILL. 

Directly following the passage of the Army Appropri- 
ation bill in the Senate on June 25, the Naval Appro- 
priation bill was called up for consideration in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, and the bill was passed by the 
Senate on June 26 virtually as reported to the Senate. 
As the bill now goes to conference, it carries approxi- 
mately $644,000,000, an increase of more than $44,- 
000,000 over the House total. The Senate’s increase of 
$20,000,000 in the appropriation for naval aviation was 
adopted without debate. The personnel strength was 
fixed as recommended in the committee report below. 


The Committee Report. 


The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs in reporting 
the bill, H.R. 5608, making appropriations for the 
naval service for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1920, 


says, in part; 
_ “The bill H.R. 15539 as passed by the House on 
Feb. 11, 1919, carried appropriations amounting - to 


$720,693,000.33, exctusive of the appropriation for the 

Naval Home, which amounted to $145,786. The ap- 

propriation for the Nayal Home is not paid out of the 

Treasury, but is paid from the income of the naval pen- 

sion fund, and is not included in the figures hereafter 

given. 

“The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs at the last 
session made additions to the bill as reported by the 
House, and on Feb. 27, 1919, reported the bill with 
amendments involving additional. appropriationg to the 
extent of $104,015,521.55; the total amount of appro- 
priations being $824,709,521.88. 

“The Navy bill now under consideration as it passed 
the House carried appropriations amounting to $598,- 
618,764.88. ‘The committee recommends additional. ap- 
propriations amounting to $44,813,931, making the total 
of the bill amount to $643,432,695.88, This sum does 
not include an additional appropriation carried in the 
bil on account of the Coast Guard to complete the con- 
struction of Coast Guard vessels heretofore authorized, 
amounting to $2,850,000. With this appropriation in- 
cluded the total of the bill amounts to $646,282,695.88.

“The bill as passed by the House provides for a tem- 
porary enlisted strength from July 1, 1919, to Sept. 30, 
1919, of 241,000 men, and from Oct. 1, 1919, to Dec. 31, 
1919, of 191,000 men, and from Jan. 1, 1920, to June 
30, 1920, 170,000 men. The Senate committee recom- 
mends a temporary enlisted strength from July 1, 1919, 
to Sept. 30, 1919, of 241,000 men, and from that date 
until the end of the fiscal year a temporary enlisted 
strength of 191,000 men. This is an increase of 21,000 
men for six months of the next fiscal year, and a corre- 
sponding increase in the number of officers, which ac- 
counts for the increase in appropriations “Pay of the 
Navy,’ ‘Provisions,’ and partly in ‘Maintenance, Sup- 
plies and Accounts.’ The committee recommends no ma- 
terial change in the provision relating to the personnel 
of the Marine Corps and recommends that as far as 
practicable the average number of enlisted men for the 
Marine Corps for the next fiscal year shall be 27,400 
men. ‘The officers for the Navy and Marine Corps dur- 
ing the next fiscal year will be based on the percentage of 
the enlisted strength and will be discharged, reduced to 
their permanent rank, or placed on inactive duty, as the 
number of enlisted men decrease, 


Public Works. 


“The principal items comprising the additional ap- 
propriations for public works are due to the develop- 
ment of the east coast navy yards to such an extent ag 
to equip them for speedy and economical construction of 
the three-year program authorized in the Naval Appro- 
priation Act approved Aug. 29, 1916. ‘This involves 
large appropriations for shops and equipment in the navy 
yards at New York, Philadelphia and Norfolk. Other 
appropriations are recommended for the navy yards and 
naval stations which the committee deemed necessar 
for the economical administration of those yards an 
stations. 

“After thorough hearings the committee recommends 
that the appropriation for naval aviation be increased 
from the sum recommended by the House, $15,000, 
to $35,000,000, This increase ig urgently recommended 


a 


by the Secretary of the Navy and by the responsible 
officers of the Navy Department, and is. deemed neces. 
sary in order that steady progress may be made in the 
art of aviation by the Navy. 

“The bill carries no authorization for new construction 
of vessels, but the necessary appropriations to continue 


the construction of vessels heretofore authorized are 
carried in the bill. 
“The committee recommends certain remedial legig. 


lation for a few individuals, and deems it unwise at this 
time to legislate generally on the reorganization of the 
personnel of the Navy or Marine Corps. It advises 
continuation of a temporary enlisted strength in both 
branches of the Service until the Congress shall be bet- 
ter informed at the next session as to what will be nec 
essary regarding the permanent strength of the Navy 
and Marine Corps. No extensive legislation i8 recom- 
mended at this time, but only such meastires tou hing 
the personnel as will prevent injustices being worked, ig 
some instances, during demobilization.” 


= SENATE AMENDMENTS. 


Among the new items in the bill as reported by the 

Senate Military Committee are the following: 
Personnel Items. 

Any officer with the permanent rank of rear admiral 
who has heretofore served a full term and is now sery- 
ing as chief of any bureau of the Navy Department shall 
be credited with service for all purposes as provided by 
Section 1486 of the Revised Statutes, and nothing herein 
contained shall operate to increase the rank or pay of 
any such officer as now authorized by law. 

For particularly meritorious service performed during 
the war by Capt. William R. Rush, retired, U.S.N., on 
active duty as commandant of the Boston Navy Yard, 
the President is authorized to appoint him a rear ad- 
miral on the active list, “wsan additional number, to 
rank immediately. after Rear Admiral James H. Glennon, 

The provisions of the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, regarding — 
promotion of captains in the line of the Navy shall not 
restrict promotion of such captains as may have been 
wounded in line of duty and are retained on active list 
for shore duty under provisions of Séction 1494, Rey. 
Stat. of U.S., and shall not deprive them of the bene- 
fits of the Act of March 4, 1911. 

Officers who have served satisfactorily during the war 
with the German government in a temporary grade or 
rank shall be eligible for selection for promotion and for 


promotion to the same permanent grade or rank until 
July 1, 1920, without regard to statutory requirements 


other than professional and physical examinations. 

The provisions of law regulating Navy appointments 
are suspended for the purpose of this act only, and 
only as they affect Frank Pulaski, and the President is 
authorized, in his discretion. to appoint Frank Pulaski, 
late a lieutenant, j.g., U.S.N.R.F., to same grade and 
rank as of date of April 14, 1919, and to place him on 
inactive service list as of that date, without back pay, 
allowances, or other emoluments by reason of passage of 
this act. 

The President is authorized to appoint as a first lieu- 
tenant in the permanent establishment of the U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps, Ist Sergt. Edgar Hayes, U.S.M.C., to be an 
extra number in that grade and in any grade to which 
he may hereafter be promoted. He must qualify by ex- 
amination and no back pay, allowances, or other emolu- 
ments accrue by reason of the passage of this act. 

Members of the Naval Reserve Force on active duty 
may be appointed to the Naval Academy. 

Reappropriation of funds for schools or camps of in- 
struction, N.R.F. 

Female members, ercept nurses, of the N.R.F., are to 
be placed on inactive duty not later than ninety days 
after approval of the act. 

The House paragraph restricting the commutation of 
quarters provisions of the Act of April 16, 1918, to 
officers in the field as part of the A.E.F. is stricken out. 

Uniform gratuity for officers of U.S.N.R.F. who were 
transferred from the National Naval Volunteers. 

An investigation is authorized of losses sustained by 
certain residents of Pensacola who had to give up their 
premises for aeronautic station use. 

Various. 

For an investigation of fuel oil and gasoline for naval 
requirements. 

For rehabilitating the island of Guam on account of 
typhoon damage. 

The publication of a Shipping Bulletin by the Office 
of Communications, Navy Department, is authorized. 

Marine Corps. 

In making reductions, in the Marine Corps, required 
by this act, officers holding temporary appointments may 
be given temporary appointments in lower grades, and 
officers so appointed shall take precedence from the dates 
of their original appointments in such lower grades. 

Twenty-five additional marine ginners and twenty- 
five additional quartermaster clerks are hereby author- 
ized. 

So much of the Act of July 1, 1918, as authorizes pro- 
motion of retired enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps ordered to active duty shall not be so construed as 
to make illegal promotions of such men as have here- 
tofore been made to warrant grades or as to deprive them 
of any of the pay, allowances, or other benefits accruing 
under such promotion. 

In the office of the paymaster, Marine Corps, Wash- 
ington, and in such subordinate offices of the paymaster’s 
department as the Secretary of the Navy may direct, a 
pay clerk may be detailed as chief pay clerk. Chief pay 
clerks so detailed shall receive the pay and allowances 
and other benefits of the next higher grade. 

Claims. 

The provisions of the Act of March 3, 1885, for settle- 
ment of claims of officers and enlisted men of the Army 
for loss of private property destroyed in the military ser- 
vice, amended by the Act of March 4, 1915, shall here- 
after apply to officers and enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps under similiar conditions, and the amount of such 
loss so ascertained and determined shall be paid from 
the appropriation, “Pay, Marine Corps,” and the cer- 
tificate of the Major General Commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps shall be sufficient youcher for, and shall be 
final as to, all matters necessary to the establishment 
and payment or settlement of any claim filed hereunder. 

The Secretary of the Navy is directed to investigate 
and, at beginning of next regular session of Congress, 
report the facts relating to losses or delay caused con- 
tractors and sub-contractors in performance of work or 
supplring of materials or construction, upon fixed price 
contracts, for or with the Navy Department, where such 
losses or delay were caused by increases in cost of ma- 
terials, labor, or transportation charges, or by embar- 
goes, or restraints upom trade, brought about by the 
action of Government agencies, after the date upon which 
such contracts were entered into; and to e recom 
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ndations to. Congress for an equitable adjustment of 
compensation or waiver of damages in each of such 


cases.

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A BOOK OF WAR STATISTICS. 


he War Department began issuing on June 27 a vol- 
ume by Col. Leonard P. Ayers, U.S.A., of the Statistical 
Branch, General Staff, entitled “The War With Ger- 
many: A Statistical Summary” that includes an extraor- 
dinary mass of information about the work of our Army 
and the armies of other nations. Among the striking 
facts noticed in the text are the following: It took three 
years for the English armies in France to reach a 
strength of 2,000,000, but the American Armies did it 
in one-half of that time. Out of every 100 men who 
served, ten were National Guardsmen, thirteen were 
Regulars, and seventy-seven were in the National Army. 
In this war, the United States raised twice as many 
men as in the Civil War, and at one-twentieth of the 
cost for recruiting. There were 200,000 Army officers. 
Of every six officers, one had previous military training 
With troops, three were graduates. of officers’ training 
camps, and two came directly from civil life. 

Our participation in the war lasted nineteen months. 
Half a million men were sent overseas in the first thir- 
teen months, and a million and a half in the last six 
Months. Half of the troops landed in France, and half 
of them in England. The highest troop carrying records 
are those of July, 1918, when 306,000 soldiers were car- 
tied to Europe, and May, 1919, when 333,000 were 
brought home to America. One-fourth of all the troops 
_ went overseas were assigned: to the Services of 
Supply. 

The average American soldier in France wore out a 
slicker and overcoat every five months; a blanket, flan- 
nel shirt, and breeches, every two months; a coat, every 
Seventy-nine days; a pair of shoes and puttees every 
fifty-one days; a pair of drawers and an undershirt, 
every thirty-four days; and a pair of woolen socks, 
every twenty-three days. 

In 1912, the American Army allotted four machine 
guns for each Infantry regiment. In 1919, the allot- 
ment is 336 machine guns per regiment. 

American plants produced a greater number of com- 
plete units of artillery than all those purchased from 
the French and British during the war. American 
Armies had in France 3,500 pieces of artillery, of which 
nearly 500 were made in America. They used on the 
firing line 2,250 pieces, of which 130 were made in 

erica. American aviators used 2,698 planes at the 
battle front, of which 667 were of American manufac- 





ture. American aviators brought down 755 enemy planes 
in action and lost 357. 

Two out of every three of thé American soldiers who 
reached France took part in battle. American divisions 
were in battle for days, and engaged in thirteen 
Major operations. During the last four months of the 
war, American divisions held a longer front than that 
held by the British armies. 

The most intense concentration of artillery fire ever 
recorded was that of the American troops in the hattle 
of St. Mihiel, when our artillery fired more than 1,- 
000,000 shells in four hours. The Meuse-Argonne battle 
lasted for forty-seven days, during which 1,200,000 
American troops were engaged. 

The total battle deaths of all nations in this war were 
greater than all the deaths in all the wars of the previ- 
ous 100 years. Our expenditures in this war were suffi- 
cient to have carried on the Revolutionary War con- 
tinuously for more than 1,000 years at the rate of ex- 
penditure which that war actually involved. The total 
war cost of all nations was about $186,000,000,000, of 
bey the Allies spent two-thirds and the enemy one- 
third. 
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WAR COST INVESTIGATION BEGUN. 
Secretary Baker Submits War Cost Answers. 


The committee appointed by the House of Represen- 
tatives to investigate the expenditures of the War De- 
partment during the war against the Central Powers 
held its first open meeting on June 23, this being merely 
to allow Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord, U.S.A., to pre- 
sent a document from Secretary of War Baker contain- 
ing his answers to specific questions asked by the com- 
mittee regarding war expenditures. According to this 
statement the total amount expended by the War De- 
partment from April 6, 1917, to June 1, 1919, was $14,- 
544,610,223. Of this amount $12,704,822,234 was ex- 
pended in the United States, while $1,839,787,989 was 
used in maintaining the American Expeditionary Force. 

The expenditures during the period from April 6, 1917, 
to June 1, 1919, for Quartermasters’ supplies, services 
and transportation were $8,265,705,433. In the United 
States these expenditures were $7,142,250,947, and for 
the same purposes abroad the expenditures amounted to 
$1,123,454,486. 

For Ordnance supplies the total expenditures amount- 
ed to $4.142,483.822, divided as follows: In the United 
States $3,783,345,386, and $359,138,436 abroad. 

For the Engineer Corps the War Department ex- 
pended $298,003,436 in the United States and $25,603,- 
565 abroad. 

The expenditures made for the Signal Corps in the 
United States amounted to $435,762,558, and for the 
same branch of the Service in the American Expedi- 
tionary Force $204,298,587. 

The Adjutant General’s Department used $128,601,- 
757 in the United States and $8,517,848 abroad. 

In the United States there was expended by the Pro- 
vost Marshal General’s Department $30,873,427, while 
no money was expended by this department abroad. 

For contingent expenses not covered in the regular 
departments and not covered in the above there was ex- 
pended in the United States $2,514,951 and $440,450 
abroad. 

For additional employees during this period there 
was spent $23,411,978 in the United States, while no 
return is given for such expenses abroad. 

Among the civilian employees named by Mr. Baker, 
in the answer to the question asked by the committee 
which concerned such employees of the War Depart- 
ment, were C. W. Hare, Director of Sales, who re- 
ceived $25,000 a year; C. G. Horr, a lawyer living in 
Washington, assistant to Hare, at $15, a year, and 
Chester W. Cuthell, a New York city wyer, and Monte 
Appel, a St. Paul lawyer, who were both named as 
special assistants to the Secretary of War at annual 
salaries of $15,000 and $10,000, respectively. 

Waste of Army Material Charged. 

Following the testimony given on June 19 before the 
sub-committee on foreign expenditures by a former non- 
commissioned officer of Engineers, as noted in our issue 
of June 21, page 1476, regarding the waste of Army 
materials through deliberate destruction by fire, similar 
testimony was heard on June 20 before the same sub- 
committee. Three former privates of the 23d Engi- 
neers testified tnat the fire described at the previous 
session was kept going with the aid of gasolene; one 
said he had been ordered to take “about forty over- 
coats” to the dump, where they were burned. Accord- 
ing to one of the witnesses this dump was in the area 
of the 79th Division. 

Sensational reports of the burning of war materials 
are appearing in the French newspapers, similar to 
those reported at the committee hearings. They name 
places and quantities of material destroyed. These pa- 
pers are charging the French government with laxness 
in allowing this destruction to go on “when eight 
French departments are destitute.” The Washington 
correspondent of the New York World asked Secretary 
Baker as to these charges in the French newspapers 
and Mr. Baker replied that he “knew of only one in- 
stance in which American war material was destroyed 
in France. That was a number of obsolete airplanes 
which were of no further use. After the motors and 
other equipment that could be salvaged were removed 
the planes were burned.” 

Improvement in Army Purchasing System, 

Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord appeared before the com- 
mittee on June 24 to give information regarding the 
purchasing system in the Army. The old purchasing 
system, he said, was “eumbersome and inefficient,” and 
the war made necessary a reorganization and centraliza- 
tion. Bureaus bid against each other for supplies under 
the old plan, forcing up prices, and there was similar 
duplication as to disbursements, resulting in confusion 
and added expense. 

The first step toward reorganizing was taken through 
the Council of National Defense, General Lord ex- 
plained, and later the War Department built up an or- 
ganization which supervised and executed the entire 
program of buying and paying for supplies. “The sys- 
tem was worked out very satisfactorily,” he continued. 
“Of course it is not perfect yet, but it can be consid- 
ered a great step in advance of the old system. The 
department knows “where it is at’ now.” 

After General Lord had testified that Army officers 
had not had complete charge at all times of awarding 
contracts, Chairman Campbell announced that “if the 
committee desired to get at all the facts it might be 
found necessary to call more witnesses than originally 
intended.” 

General Lord’s reference to the fact that Army offi- 





cers had not complete charge at all times of awarding 
contracts led the committee to inquire into the methods 
of the Council of National Defense on June 25 when 
Grosvenor Clarkson, director of the Council, appeared 
to give information as to the relation of the Council to 
the purchase of war matcrials. 

Mr. Clarkson testified that many contracts were made 
with companies represented by men on the Council, but 
that other members, not connected with the industry, 
passed on them before they were approved. He said 
that while this probably was a “direct violation in 
spirit” of the law, necessity. demanded it. “It was 
through this system,” he declared, “that the Govern- 
men utilized the best brains of the country and saved 
the country many millions of dollars.” 

He told the committee that when the War Industries 
Board was established and took over the work, mem- 
bers of the Council who had aided the Government in 
placing orders for supplies “dropped out because their 
services were no longer needed.” 

“But they didn’t get out until members of Congress 
had called attention to what was going on, did they?” 
asked Representative Reavis. 

“No; many of them deeply resented the implication 
of dishonesty which had been made against them. I 
want to add that not a scintilla ofecrookedness has ever 
been proven against a single one of the members.” 
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COURTS-MARTIAL REFORM REPORT. 
Colonel Ansell’s Plan Disapproved. 


The board of officers appointed by Secretary of War 
Bakcr.on May 10 to study the changes in the courts- 
martial system of the Army recommended by Licur. Col. 
Samuel T. Ansell has filed a preliminary report with 
the General Staff, which dogs not approve of most of 
the changes suggested by Colonel Ansell, but does recom- 
mend that standing counsel for the defense be provided 
for each general and special court-martial. The officers 
comprising the board include Major Gen. Francis J. 
Kernan, U.S.A., Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, N.Y.G., 
and Col. Hugh W. Ogden, formerly Judge Advocate of 
the 42d Division. Following are extracts from the re- 
port, which were first made public by the New York 
World on June 26: 

“The copy proposed by the Acting Judge Advocate 
General in concurrence with the war plans division, 
undertook to introduce into the summary court-martial 
procedure heretofore existing, changes in the direction 
of increased paper work and increased formality. When 
we remember how the Army labored for years to get a 
summary court, the procedure of which should be 
prompt, simple and freed from the laborious clogs of 
overmuch writing, any step now, under the supposed 
pressure of uninformed opinion, to elaborate the pro- 
cedure of that court is, in the opinion of the board, most 
undesirable. 

“The copy also undertook to introduce into our sys- 
tem a ‘soldiers’ counsel’ as a standing functionary. In 
the opinion of this board the detail of a subordinate 
officer thus singled out and made to appear as the spe- 
cial friend and protector of the soldiers of that com- 
mand would create therein an atmosphere of antag- 
onism much to be regretted. 

“The basic assumption seems to be that officers gen- 
erally are indifferent to the rights and welfare of the 
soldiers under their command, that a natural antag- 
onism exists and that the soldier, if he is to depend 
upon his officers for justice in the general case, will fail 
to get it; and therefore a special protector must be 
provided. There is in this proposed scheme a subtle sug- 
gestion of a state of things not existent in fact but 
which, if the scheme were in operation, would soon be 
developed. 





Standing Counsel Recommended. 


“The nearly universal and kindly interest now taken 
by officers in the welfare of their men, and without 
which a decent and efficient army is inconceivable, would 
be threatened by the new idea that the soldier is to be 
looked after by a particular individual whenever he falls 
under suspicion, and that hence his natural protectors 
and friends are relieved of further responsibilities in 
this regard. For these considerations the board has 
stricken out this proposed innovation. It has, however, 
substituted a rule that for each general and special 
court-martial standing counsel shall be provided. This 
individual will change from time to time just as the 
trial judge advocate changes. At any rate this plan by 
which at the same time and by the same :uthority the 
officer who is to prosecute and the officer who, in the 
general case, is to defend are named and selected from 
the same field of choice, ought to secure equality of 
skill as between the two sides. 

“The board has stricken out those parts of the sub- 
mitted draft which undertook to fix rigidly the pro- 
cedure between an appointing authority and his staff 
judge advocate. In general the plan submitted to this 
board requires the conferences between those officers 
upon the sufficiency of the case before trial to be a 
matter of record, and similar conferences after the 
proceedings are received to be similarly recorded and 
afterward forwarded to Washington. The board con- 
siders this unnecessary and inadvisable. 

“A commanding general and his staff should be per- 
mitted to transact their necessary business through ver- 
bal exchanges across the top of a desk if, in their opin- 
ion, that method suffices. _@he custom of the Service 
has always favored this method of procedure, and no 
good reason occurs to this board why an ironclad set 
of rules should require this particular staff officer to 
treat with his superior in writing instead of orally, 
when the latter method will serve the purpose. The 
effect would be to exhibit to Washington at times a 
diversity of opinions and the inevitable result, if any 
result, is to follow, would be interference from a dis- 
tance in a relation which ought to be harmonious. and 
settled by the commanding officer and his assistant on 
the spot. 

“The board strongly disapproves the proposed re- 
quirement that the staff judge advocate prepare as part 
of the record and for the signature of the reviewing 
authority a complete draft of the proper action to be 
taken as constituting an officially-stated lack of confi- 
dence in the reviewing authority fully and fairly to 
perform what are stated in the same section to be his 
functions. 

Viewpoint of the Board. 


It appears to be the opinion of a large number of the 
general officers who have given to the question herein 
considered careful consideration, that the so-called ex- 
cessive and irregular sentences which have been ad- 
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judged during the last two years are due to the inexpe- 
rience of officers composing the personnel af the courts- 
martial and to the inexperience of some of the reviewing 
authorities as well.

There wit] be no bargain sales of surplus clothing and 
tent equipage in Frauce, the War Department announced 
on June 21.

crews on June 21, by the opening of their seacocks, 
The Brit Admiralty officially announced the sinking 





on June 21 in the following statement: 





“According to the latest reports from Scapa Flow all 
the interned battleships and battle cruisers have sunk, 
except the battleship Baden (Bayern?), which is still 
afloat. i light cruisers have sunk, but three have 
been beac . Eighteen destroyers were beached by 
local tugs. Four destroyers are still afloat. Th rest 
of the destroyers have sunk. 

“A German rear admiral (Admiral von Reuter) and 





most of the Germans from the ships are now in custody 
aboard British ships. Some boats from the ships re- 
fused to stop when ordered and were fired on. A small 
number of Gérmans were killed or wounded. 

“In accordance with the terms of the armistice the 


German ships were interned with skeleton crews as care- 
takers and without British guards on board.” 

A second statement by the Admiralty made on June 
24 said: 

“The German light cruisers Emden, Frankfurt and 


Nurnberg have been beached by British sailors with lit- 
tle damage. 

“The dreadnought Baden, the only one of the German 
capital ships to remain afloat, was being kept from sink- 
ing only by constant use of her pumps.” 

A dispatch to the London Daily Mail from Scapa Flow 
quoted Admiral von Reuter of the German navy as de- 
claring the ships were sunk because the Kaiser at the 
beginning of the war ordered that no German vessels 
be allowed to fall inte the enemy’s hands. Von Reuter 
understood, he said, that the armistice ended June 21, 
so he proceeded to carry out the order. 

The sinking was accomplished while the main British 


fleet was absent, and only a few destroyers and small 
craft were in the harbor. The German ships went to 
the bottom with their battle flags flying, their crews 
taking to their small boats and cheering. 

Of the seventy-four interned German war vessels at 
Scapa Flow six were battle cruisers, ten were battle- 
ships, fifty were destroyers and eight light cruisers, of 
which two were mine layers. The battleships are the 
Kaiser, Kaiserin, Koenig Albert.

The vessels were sent to Scapa Flow, where, under the 
terms of the armistice, “they will remain under the 
supervision ef the Allies and of the United States, only 
caretakers being left on board.” 

The depth of water at Scapa Flow varies from 78 to 
114 feet, and some of the larger German ships may have 
to be blown up or raised to clear the harbor. 

The British Admiralty forwarded a full report of the 
sinking at Scapa Flew to the Naval Armistice Commis- 
sion in Paris, by whom the next steps will be direrted. 

“It is up to Paris—we did not make the terms for in- 
ternment,” a high official of the Admiralty is quoted as 
saying. “Von Reuter broke his parole and should be 
tried accordingly by an international court. I do not 
think that France or the other Allies have -cause to 
grieve, as the ships were left in such a state as to 
be nearly valueless.”

Answer: (1) Not all voluntary enlist- 
ments stopped until after the age limit was raised to forty- 
three Staff enlistments were allowed up to fifty-one years, 
by volunteering (2) No, but registrants who were physically 
rejected received papers to that effect.

2) Does soldier's 
or marine’s insurance after a certain number of years, or at a 
certain age, mature, so that if he is insured for, say $10,000, 
he eventuaily gets a large sum of money in return for the 
insurance he has been carrying during his Army service? 
Answer: (1) One stripe, for each complete enlistment in 
either of the services. (2) The war-time, low-price, term in- 
surance bas no future value beyond the year for which in- 
sured, but if you convert this insurance into any one of a 
half-dozen permanent forms—straight-life, twenty or thirty 
payment, or endowment—the policy has a cash value, which 
increases so long as payments continue. Ask any recruiting 
officer or at any Army post, or the Bureau of War Risk In- 
surance, Washington. 

RETIRED asks: Are officers who die in the active list now 
entitled to the six months’ pay formerly granted to them or 
their families by Congress? Answer: Since enactment of the 
War Risk Insurance Act of Oct. 6, 1917, they are not entitled.

NAVY REGISTER. 

1. The following destroyers under construction have been 
assigned names as indicated: 

Nos. 208, Hovey; 209, Long; 210, Broome; 211, Alden; 
233, Gilmer; 234, Fox; 258, Aulick; 310, S.P. Lee; 311, 
Nicholas, and 312, Young. 

No. 208 is named in memory of Ensign Charles Emerson 
Hovey, U.S.N., killed Sept. 11, 1911, by hostile natives on the 
Island of Basilan, P.I. 

No, 209 is named in memory of the late Secretary of the 
Navy, John Davis Leng. 

No. 210 is named in memory of Lieut, Col. John Lloyd 
Broome, U.S.M.C.; born in New York; died in Binghampton, 
N.Y., April 12, 1898. He-was fleet marine officer of Admiral 
Farragut’s squadron; brevetted major for gallant service at the 
capture of New Orleans: Took part in all prominent engage- 
ments in the Mississippi River of Farragut’s squadron from 
1862 to May, 1863. 

No. 211 is named in memory of Rear Admiral James Alden, 
U.S.N., born in Portland, Maine, March 31, 1810; died at San 
Francisco, Calif., Feb. 6, 1877. He participated in the capture 
of Vera Cruz, 1847-48; and was actively engaged in operations 
on the Mississippi River and at Mobile Bay with Admiral Far- 
ragut. 

No. 233 is named in memory of former Secretary of the 
Navy Thomas Walker Gilmer, 

No. 234 is named in memory of Hon. Gustavus Vasa Fox, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy. He was appointed midship- 
man, U.S.N., Jan. 12, 1838; was given the rank of lieutenant, 
and resigned July 10, 1852. During the Mexican War he took 
active part in the second expedition against Tobasco, in which 
the town was captured. Aug. 1, 1861, appointed Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy by President Lincoin. 

No. 258 is named in memory of Commodore John H. Aulick, 
U.S.N. He served on the Enterprise in her victory over the 
Boxer Sept. 4, 1812, and brought the Boxer into port after the 
engagement. 

No. 310 is named in memory of Rear Admiral Samuel Phil- 
lips Lee, U.S.N. In the Civil War he commanded the Oneida 
and took part in the passage of Forts Jackson and St. Philip, 
April 24, 1862. 

No. 311 is named in memory of Major Samuel Nichlas, 
U.S.M.C., who served with Commodore Esek Hopkins in the 
fleet that attacked New Providence, West Indies, March 3, 
1776. 

No. 312 is named in memory of Capt. John Young, born in 
Philadelphia; lost at sea 1781. Captain Young sailed in the 
Saratoga with French and American ships from Cape Francois. 
Soon separated from her consorts and was never seen again; 
supposed to have founded at sea.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR STOP WATCHES, COMPARING WATCHES, 
AND BINOCULARS, 

1, Stop watches, comparing watches, and binoculars under 
the cognizance of the Bureau of Navigation shall be issued only 
upon the specific custody receipt of some individual officer. 
2. The individual officer giving custody receipt will in all 
cases be held strictly accountable for the loss of any of these 
items unless he can relieve himself of such responsibility by 
direct and positive evidence that the loss was in no sense due 
to his carelessness. The simple statement that the article con- 
cerned was found missing from the officer's stateroom or was 
stolen by some unknown person will not be considered suffi- 
cient to relieve the officer for responsibility for the loss of the 
articles. In cases where an officer is held responsible for the 
loss of any of these articles, disciplinary action will be taken by 
the department. 

3. The attention of the naval service is invited to the fact 
that these articles are peculiarly liable to theft. The experi- 
ence of the Bureau of Navigation is such as to make it believe 
that a large number of these articles are being stolen by persons 
on board ship.

Army Collar Insignia. 


We published in our issue of June 21, page 1468, 
Pars. 151%, 151%, 159% and 161, of S.R. 42, as given 
in Changes 9 of that document. The paragraphs above 
mentioned specify the designs and sizes of the D.S.M., 
the D.S.C., the Victory Medal and clasps, and the rib- 
bons worn in lieu of such decorations; also the rosettes 
or buttons for wear on civilian clothing. We give here- 
with the remainder of Changes 9, S.R. 42:

Tue 27TH INFANTRY. 

Col. Frank D. Ely, U.S.A., contributes to the At- 
lanta Constitution of recent date a two-page story of 
the experiences in France with the A.E.F. of the 327th 
Infantry Regiment, which Colonel Ely commanded. The 
article is illustrated with portraits of Colonel Ely, Lieut. 
Col. F. W. Blalock, and Captains Andrews, Harrison 
and Forrester, and also an outdoor photograph of a 
part of the 327th taken in France just before leaving a 
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rest camp for the front line. Colonel Ely closes his 
spirited account of his regiment’s career with the state- 
ment: “The pleasure and the honor of commanding in 
all its battles such a splendid and heroic body of offi- 
cers and men as the rank and file of the 327th Infantry 
falls to but few officers. The memory of their heroism 
and the many close friendships formed among them will 
afford me always the deepest satisfaction in life.” 


British BattLe CRUISER REPULSE. 

Describing the British battle cruiser Repulse, one of 
the many warships built and placed in commission after 
the present war began the London Engineer says: “The 
forecastle is heavily sheered, and the bows, viewed end- 
on, have the appearance of an inverted bell, so pro- 
nounced is the flare. This foredeck itself, from the 
muzzles of the 15-inch guns in A barbette to the bows, 
is spacious enough to serve as a parade ground for the 
entire war complement of the ship—about 1,500 (1,016?) 
souls all told. Spaciousness, in fact, is the keynote of 
the design, below deck no less than above, in the officers’ 
quarters, the mess decks, the engine and boiler rooms, 
and even in the torpedo flat. Like her sister Renown, 
the Repglse is an “oil only” ship. The Repulse has a 
very large fuel endurance for a ship of her class, but 
oil, unlike coal, can be stored in places selected without 
regard to accessibility, and in consequence there is no 
crowding of the boiler and machinery spaces. In an 
oil-fired ship stoking is child’s play compared to what 
it is in a ship that burns coal. The main armament of 
the Repulse consists of six 15-inch guns, of the mark 
first adopted for the Queen Elizabeth class, and de- 
scribed by Mr. Winston Churchill as the best gun we 
have ever produced. As both Renown and Repulse were 
built in little more than half the period that would ordi- 
narily have been required, and as both embodied many 
unique features, it was only to be expected that the 
hard test of war service would expose certain defects. 
On the whole, however, these two great vessels have been 
very successful, and such initial weaknesses as were dis- 
covered when the vessels were running at high speed in 
heavy weather, or when the guns were in action, were 
remedied without great difficulty. The Repulse has a 
length of 794 feet, a beam of 90 feet and a draught of 
30 feet. Her normal displacement is 26,500 tons. Her 
speed is 31.5 knots. The thickness of armor has not 
been made public. Both the Repulse and Renown have 
very thick barbettes and have proved most successful 
ships during the war. Both have “blister” hulls. 
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DICHLORETHYLSULPHID. 

It may interest those who suffered the effects of 
“mustard gas” to know just what happened to them— 
now that the veil of secrecy is being lifted, as the 
Journal of the American Medical Association remarks 


in describing this substance in scientific language. It 
is dichlorethylsulphid. The distinctly local effects con- 
sist mainly of conjunctivitis -and superficial necrosis of 
the cornea; hyperemia, edema, and later necrosis of 
the skin, leading to a skin lesion of great chronicity ; 
and congestion, and necrosis of the epithelial lining of 
the trachea and bronchi. Such phenomena as vomiting 
and diarrhea, hyperexcitability and convulsions, and ir- 
regularities of the heart, suggest the presence of systemic 
effects due to absorption of the poison into the blood 
stream and its distribution throughout the organism. 
Dichlorethylsulphid appears to be excreted as dihydroxy- 
ethylsulphid, a compound devoid of chlorin and shown 
to be comparatively non-toxic. An outstanding fact 
about mustard gas is its progressive hydrolysis in 
aqueous solution whereby it breaks down rapidly to 
yield hydrochloric acid and residual compounds of low 
toxicity. Dichlorethylsulphid, very slightly soluble in 
water and very freely soluble in organic solvents, has 
a high lipoid solubility or partition co-efficient. It would, 
therefore, be expected to penetrate cells very readily. 
Having nenetrated within the living cell, it would un- 
doubtedly hydrolize. The liberation of free hydrochloric 
acid within the cell would. produce serious effects and 
might aecount for the actions of dichlorethylsulphid. 
The theory of the intracellular liberation of hydrochloric 
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acid as the mechanism of action is consistent with the 
known facts of the pathology of mustard gas. The 
ideal mode of treatment would seem to lie in the use of 
a basic substance having solubilities and penetrating 
power like that of mustard gas, but yielding a base on 
hydrolysis so as to neutralize the acid formed by the 
war gas.

THE AMERICAN WAR MEDAL. 

The Army and Navy Gazette of London in its issue 
of May 31 has the following complimentary reference to 
the American war medal: “The American war medal 
seems to possess certain good points such as are not to 
be found in those usually awarded by us. With us the 
medal is only worn on very rare occasions and when the 
ribbon only is visible there is nothing to show whether 
the wearer possesses any clasps for actions. With the 
American medal this disadvantage is obviated since on 
the ribbon itself there is a small bronze star for every 
battle clasp that has been awarded. Again, with us 
while many men are mentioned in the dispatches of their 
own particular general. and a certain percentage of these 
survive for inclusion in the published dispatches, only 
a very small proportion of these obtain any decoration; 
but the Americans recognize that while many are called 
few indeed are chosen, and it has with them been de- 
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cided that when any officer or man has been cited in 
orders issued from the headquarters of a force com- 
manded by a general officer for gallantry in action not 
justifying the award of the Medal of Honor, Distin- 
guished Service Cross or Distinguished Service Medal, 
he will wear a silver star for each such citation. We 
commend these awards to the consideration of our own 
authorities, who realize no doubt how much luck has to 
do with the award of honors for good service in the 
field.” s
